or artillery &ca, 


Monday, January 26th 1818. 


A commission of Dedimus Potestatem was this day issued, 
signed by the Governor, and under the Great Seal to Walter 
Finney, James Boyd, John Ralston and Jesse John, or either 
of them to administer to John Ross, Esquire, the oaths of 
office and fidelity, to enable him to enter upon the discharge 
of the duties of the office of President of the Courts of Com- 
mon Pleas in the seventh Judicial district consisting of the 
several Counties of Delaware, Chester, Bucks and Montgomery. 

An authentic copy of a resolution of the Senate passed the 
twenty-sixth instant, was this day transmitted to Robert 
Brooke and Charles Frezeyulney, Esquire, who were requested 
forthwith to inform the Governor what progress has been 
made in executing the trust committed to them under the pro- 
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visions and authority of an Act of the General Assembly, 
passed the twenty second day of March 1817, in exploring the 
route of the intended Canal for uniting the waters of the 
Seneca Lake and Tioga River in the State of New York, in 
order that the information may be communicated with delay 
to the Senate. 


Tuesday, January 27th 1818. 


A letter was written to the Honble John Quincy Adams Esgqr, 
Secretary of State, for the United States, respectfully calling 
his attention to a letter written under the direction of the 
Governor, on the eighth instant, on the subject of militia fines 
and requesting the favor of a reply thereto as early as may 
be convenient. . 


John Ross Esquire, who was lately, to wit on the thirteenth 
instant, appointed President and Judge, in and for the sev- 
enth Judicial district was this day informed that a commis- 
sion of dedimus potestatem had been signed by the Governor 
and issued authorising Jesse John the Prothonotary of Chester 
County or either of the Associate Judges to administer the 
necessary oaths of office to him at West-Chester. 

The Governor this day approved and signed the following 
acts of the General Assembly; and the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth returned the same to the House of Representa- 
tives, in which they originated, Vizt. 

1. An Act to enable the Committee of the estate of Joseph 
Wharton, a lunatic to sell and convey the real estate of the 
said Joseph Wharton, 

2. An Act for the relief of Agnes Crawford, the Widow of 
an old soldier. 

3. An Act to enable James Irwin and William Parks, ad- 
ministrators of the estate of John Christie, late of Allegheny 
County, deceased, to convey certain real estate therein men- 
tioned. 

4. An Act authorising the Orphans Court of Northampton 
County, to order the executors of Dewalt Albrecht to Sell 
lands. 

5. An Act authorising the Orphans Court of Greene County, 
to decree a sale of the real estate of Jacob Wolmer, deceased. 


6. An Act to enable Mary Benezet to dispose of certain real 
estate. 
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7. An Act to release to Appolonia Hitner, the claim of this 
Commonwealth to a certain lot and building in the City of 
Philadelphia, 


8. An Act relating to the Philadelphia Society for the estab- 
lishment and support of charity schools. 


9. An Act authorising the Governor to incorporate the Ber- 
wick Water Company.

4. An Act to suspend the collection of a debt due to the 
Commonwealth by the late John Cadwallader, of Huntingdon 
County, deceased. 

Two Warrants were this day signed by the Governor au 
thorising the State Treasurer to pay to Christian Garber, 
Esquire, for the use of the President and Managers of the 
Huntingdon, Cambria and Indiana turnpike road company, the 
sum of five thousand four hundred and eighteen dollars and 
seventy-seven cents, aS a payment on account of the States 
subscription of Six hundred shares of the said Company made 
by the late Governor in the name and for the use of the 
Commonwealth under the authority contained in the twenty- 
seventh section of the Act of the General Assembly, passed 
the twenty fourth day of March last making appropriations 
for certain internal improvements; And the further sum of 
Seven thousand seven hundred and twenty two dollars and 
fifty cents, as a payment on account of the States subscrip- 
tion of stock of the said Company made as aforesaid for the 
use aforesaid under the acts of the General Assembly passed 
the twenty fourth day of March 1812, and the twenty sixth 
day of February 1816, which several sums the said Company 
is entitled to receive upon the completion of the second section 
of five miles of that part of the said road that lies between 
Blairs Gap and Martin Regers.

priated by the said Act of Assembly, for the above improve- 
ment, and for the faithful expenditure of which sum the said

Seventeenth of January last of Murder in the first degree. 

The fine of sixty dollars which was imposed upon Henry 
Spencer by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
peace of the County of York on the seventh day of January 
last, upon being convicted of a conspiracy fraud &ca, was this 
day remitted by the Governor. 

Hugh Long was this day appointed and commissioned a 
Justice of the peace in and for the district numbered four 
composed of the Township of Chanceford in the County of 
York, 

At the same time George Riter was appointed and commis- 
Sioned by the Governor an auctioneer expressly, solely and 
exclusively, to sell Horses Cattle and carriages at public 
auction within the City of Philadelphia under the authority 
of an act of the General Assembly of the tenth day of April 
1799. 

Stephen Woolverton Esqr Sheriff of the County of Erie was 
this day appointed and commissioned an agent on the part 
of this state to receive from the proper authority in the 
State of New York, Edwin Forbes a fugitive from justice, 


and to bring him into this State having jurisdiction of his 
crime, 





Thursday, February 5th 1818, 


Abiram Pierce and Jacob Martz were this day appointed 
and commissioned by the Governor, the former for the district 
numbered three, composed of the townships of Smithfield and 
Murrayfield in the County of Bradford; and the latter for 
the district numbered Seven composed of the township of 
Southampton in the County of Somerset. 





Friday, February 6th 1818. 
A warrant was this day signed by the Governor authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay to Alexander Patterson Esquire, 
of the County of Northampton or to his order, the sum of 
three hundred and forty one dollars and ninety three cents 
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being a balance found to be due to him as damages by a 
verdict and judgment obtained by him against the Common- 
wealth for compensation claimed under the provisions of cer- 
tain Acts of the General Assembly, passed the Sixth day of 
April 1802, and the third day of March 1812, for certain land 
situate within the seventeen townships of the County of 
Luzerne, which has been taken from him and certified to 
Connecticut claimants under the authority of the several Acts 
of the General Assembly in such case provided. 





Saturday, February 7th 1818. 


Samuel Knap and Benjamin Nones were this day appointed 
and commissioned by the Governor, the former to be a Justice 
of the peace in and for the district numbered five, composed 
of the Townships of Canton and Burlington in the County of 
Bradford; and the latter an Interpreter of foreign languages 
in and for the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, to reside in 
the City of Philadelphia. 

Daniel Jayne, was this day appointed and commissioned 
by the Governor, to be prothonotary and Clerk of the different 
courts, Also Register of Wills and Recorder of deeds in and 
for the County of Pike—to whom a Commission of dedimus 
potestatem was at the same time issued in conjunction with 
Daniel W. Dingman and John Coolbaugh. 

The Governor this day approved and signed the following 
Acts of the General Assembly; and the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth returned the same to the Houses in which they 
respectively originated,—that is to say: 

An Act regulating the importation of German and other 
passengers, 

A Supplement to an Act entitled an Act to establish a board 
of Wardens for the port of Philadelphia, and for the regulation 
of pilots and pilotages, and for other purposes therein 
mentioned. 

An Act authorising the Governor to incorporate the Presi- 
dent and Managers of the Armstrong, Indiana and Cambria 
turnpike road Company. 

An Act declaring Powells Creek in the County of Dauphin 
a public highway, from the month of said Creek to the forks 
thereof. 


An Act confirming the title of Thomas Logan to a Messuage 
and tract of land situate in Air township, Bedford County. 
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A further Supplement to the Act entitled “An Act for 
establishing and building a bridge across thet Raystown branch 
of Juniata. 

An Act to authorise the Executors of David Smith, late 
of Westmoreland County, deceased, to convey a certain part of 
a tract of land in Fayette County. 

An Act for the relief of William McClean. 

An Act incorporating the Presbyterian Congregation of 
Salem, in Derry township, in the County of Westmoreland. 

With these Acts were transmitted for the consideration of 
the Legislature, a report made to the Governor by Commis- 
Sioners appointed under the authority of an Act of the General 
Assembly of the twenty second day of March last to view and 
examine the route of the contemplated Canal to Connect the 
waters of the Seneca Lake and Tioga River in the State of 
New York together with an estimate of the expense of 
completing the object. 

Also copies of a letter addressed to the Governor, by the 
Governor of the State of Tennessee; accompanied by Resolu- 
tions of the Legislature, proposing an amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States on the subject of the Compensa- 
tion of Members of Congress.—All which, are in the words 
following, to wit :— 

To His Excellency William Findlay, Governor of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, 


The subscribers, Commissioners appointed by his Excellency 
Simon Snyder, late Governor of the said Commonwealth in 
pursuance of an Act of the General Assembly of the said 
Commonwealth passed the 22nd day of March, Anno Domini, 
1817, to explore the route of the intended Canal for uniting 
the waters of the Seneca Lake and Tioga River, in the State 
of New York. 

Report: 


That we have explored the said route, a plan and: profile of 
the survey and levels whereof, are hereto, annexed. 


We believe the making of the Canal to be practicable, there 
being no other difficulty to encounter but the great descent 
of the ground, and the consequent number of locks which will 
be required upon it. Although the descent from the summit 
level to the Seneca lake be great it ig pretty regular and the 
ground will be easily dug, there being no rocky or otherwise 
difficult ground to pass, 


As to the importance of the work if completed, we can only 
judge of its general benefits: not having a personal knowledge 





: 
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of many of the local and minor advantages which must neces- 
sarily flow from such an important Canal. 


If this Canal be made, it will, with the proposed Canal from 
Canandaiga outlet to Sodos Bay, complete a chain of boat 
navigation from Lake Ontario to the Susquehanna; thus 
uniting the great Northern and Southern waters. It will in 
the event of hostilities, be of great consequence to the national 
government for the transportation of stores &ca. The immediate 
benefits which will result to the people of Pennsylvania, will 
be the plaster and Salt trade of New York, by which the 
interior of the State will be supplied with those necessary 
articles of subsistence and agriculture, In return, the Citizens 
of Pennsylvania will find a market for their coal and iron in 
the lake country of the State of New York. These are among 
many of the benefits resulting from a chain of internal naviga- 
tion, which in time will unite the waters of the St. Lawrence, 
the Hudson and the Chesapeake Bay. 


Our first object was to ascertain if a sufficient quantity of 
water could be obtained on the summit ground to supply the 
lockage both ways, and at what height it could be delivered. 
With a view to that object, we commenced our levels and 
Survey for a feeder from Newtown Creek, beginning at the 
said Creek, fifty poles below McConnell’s saw mill, thence 
partly along a natural drain, and partly over very favourable 
ground, Except about fifty poles at the lower end, which is 
gravelly, and will require about fourteen feet digging in its 
greatest depth; in all four hundred and thirty four poles to 
the East side of the big marsh on the summit ground, where 
the elevated reservoir is contemplated, aS represented on the 
plan. The fall from the Newtown Creek to where the feeder 
crosses the road at Gildersleves, is twelve feet, and thence 
to the highest part of the said marsh, is ten feet six tenths: 
So that the water can be raised at least ten feet higher than 
the marsh in the said elevated reservoir, which may be made 
two hundred and twenty poles long, and at least sixty poles 
broad; holding in reserve more than five thousand locks full 
of water, which, with the constant supply of Marsh Creek 
and of the head waters of Catharine Creek, which may be 
collected, and brought into the summit level of the Canal, by 
means of the two lower reservoirs represented at the north 
and south ends of the elevated reservoir, and of Shoemakers 
run, Royals run, and a number of other small runs and springs 
which issue out of the high lands on the west Side, may all 
be taken into the summit level of the Canal; so that if care 
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be taken to replenish the water in the elevated reservoir, when- 
ever it can be had, from Newtown creek; together with the 
aid of the other creeks, runs and springs above mentioned, 
we are confidently of opinion that there will be a sufficient 
quantity of water to supply the Canal at all times. 


Our next object was to ascertain the total fall from the 
surface of the marsh on the middle ground along Catharine 
Creek, to the surface of the water in the inlet to the Seneca 
Lake, near Mills tavern, and along the Newtown Creek to 
the surface of the water in the Tioga River, at the mouth 
of the said Newtown Creek. We found the fall to the lake 
to be four hundred and forty-five feet eight tenths, and to 
the Tioga river fifty-eight feet eight-tenths. 


We then explored another route from the said big marsh, 
westward of the Newtown creek, through Sayor’s marsh, 
McConnell’s swamp, &¢ca into the Tioga river near the upper 
end of the village of Elmira. We found this western route 
somewhat the shortest, but the ground not so favorable, being 
very open and porous in many places, and for a considerable 
part of the distance, higher than the big marsh; nor is there 
any site for the locks on the river or harbor, for the boats 
to enter with safety. 


We are of opinion, that the eastern route along the Newtown 
creek, would be the cheapest to make, the most likely to re- 
tain the water when made, a safe site for the river lock, and 
a good harbor for the boats in the mouth of the said creek; 
and also enters the river below a shoal or ripple of three feet 
seven-tenths fall, opposite to Elmira, between this and where 
the western route would enter. We have therefore preferred 
the Eastern route, and represented it on the plan and profile 
accordingly. 


We have laid the summit level of the Canal on the profile, 
six feet lower than the highest part of the marsh, with a 
view to obtain earth out of the Canal to make the banks of 
the elevated reservoir, and to lengthen the summit level so 
as to reach more of the distant runs and springs of water 
that issue from the western highlands than it otherwise would 
and to avoid the dangers that sometimes arise from pressing 
too hard on the heads of the springs, which might force their 
channels some other way, and convey the water of the Canal 
along with them. This will reduce the fall from the summit 
level of the Canal to the Seneca Lake, to four hundred and 
thirty nine feet eight tenths and the Tioga river at Newtown 
Creek to fifty two feet eight tenths: the former we have di- 
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vided equally into fifty five locks, and the latter into seven ; 
inaking together sixty two locks. The regular and uniform 
descent of most part of the vallies along the Newtown and 
Catharine creeks, prevents us having the locks of more than 
eight feet fall; as the extra digging at the tail of each lock 
would be more expense than the saving by an increased lift. 
It was represented to us by persons residing in the vicinity, 
that it was their opinion, a feeder for the Canal could be 
taken out of the Tioga River, at the head of the Big Flats, 
Which would serve the double purpose of a feeder and branch 
canal, and do away the necessity of a feeder from Newtown 
creek. We were therefore induced to explore the route of the 
Saiie and found that the water in the Tioga River at the head 
of the Big Flats, near the Chimney narrows, distant ten miles 
and a half, was seven tenth of a foot higher than the marsh, 
and that the intermediate ground rose by gradual ascent to 
the height of thirty-three feet and a half above the marsh 
Which renders the making of a feeder to supply the Canal from 
that source altogether impracticable at any reasonable expense. 
The following is our estimate of the probable expense, found- 
ed on the dimensions of the Canal being twenty feet wide at 
the bottom, thirty feet wide at the top, level with the towing 
path, and five feet deep; that is to say, three feet and a half 
depth of water, and one foot and a half height of the bank 
above the water, to the towing path; and the chamber of the 
locks seventy feet long by twelve feet wide in the clear, Viz.—

An opinion of the Attorney General was received in the 
following words: to wit:— 


Sir, The act referred to, I presume, is the one passed 4 
Feb. 1808 for raising money to purchase a burial ground for 
the society of Universalists in Philadelphia. 

Under a great number of similar Lottery Acts passed prior 
to the above act, the practice has been to allow one or more 
schemes as might be necessary to raise the sums authorised 
by the respective laws. This practice and construction given 
to those laws must have been known to the Legislature when 
they enacted the present and late lottery acts in nearly the 
same words as the earlier lottery acts. I am therefore of 
opinion that it is lawful to allow the universalist society more 
than one scheme, provided that they be not authorised to raise 
in the whole more than $10,000.

Congress of the United States and Electors of President and 
Vice President.

Whereas the Legislature of the State of Massachusetts, did, 
on the 13th day of February A. D. 1816, propose to the other 
of the United States an amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States, as follows, to wit:— 

That for the purpose of choosing Representatives in the 
Congress of the United States, each state shall by its Leg- 
islature be divided into a number of districts equal to the 
number of Representatives to which such state may be en- 
titled : 
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Those districts shall be composed of contiguous territory, 
and contain as nearly as may be, an equal number of inhab- 
itants, entitled by the Constitution to be represented. In each 
district the qualified voters shall elect one Representative and 
no more i:— 


That for the purpose of appointing electors of President and 
Vice President of the United States, each State shall, by its 
Legislature, be divided into a number of districts equal to 
the number of Electors to which such state may be entitled. 
Those districts shall be composed of contiguous territory, and 
contain as nearly as may be, an equal number of inhabitants, 
entitled by the Constitution to representation. In each dis- 
trict the persons qualified to vote for Representaives, shall 
appoint one Elector and no more :— 


The Electors, when convened, shall have power, in case any 
of those appointed as above prescribed shall fail to attend for 
the purpose of their said appointment, on the day prescribed 
for giving their votes for President and Vice President of the 
United States, to appoint another or others to act in the 
place of him or them so failing to attend: 


Neither the districts for choosing Representatives, nor those 
for appointing Electors, shall be altered in any state until a 
census and apportionment of Representatives under it sub- 
sequent to the division of the state into districts, shall be 
made. 


The division of such state into districts, for the purposes 
both of choosing Representatives and of appointing Electors, 
shall be altered agreeably to the provisions of this amend- 
ment, and on no other occasion. 


Therefore, 


Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Ver- 
mont, that it is inexpedient to adopt said proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States. 


Resolved, That his Excellency the Governor of this state 
be, and he is hereby requested, to transmit a copy of the 
foregoing proposal of amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, and of the above resolution, to each of the 
Executives of the several states, and to each of the Senators 
and Representatives of this state in the Congress of the 
United States.

The Governor in pursuance of the provisions of an Act 
of the General Assembly, entitled, “An Act in relation to 
Arms, Camp equipage, Military Stores and other articles 
furnished by the State of Pennsylvania in the late war with 
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Great Britain,” passed on the seventeenth day of February 
last, this day authorized the Auditor General of the Ac- 
counts of this Commonwealth to adopt immediate measures to 
procure an adjustment and payment by the United States of 
the Articles referred to, which the Adjutant General, may 
have ascertained, or that the Auditor General through any 
other Channel may ascertain, to have been so furnished, and 
not returned.

I have therefore, deemed it proper to issue this proclama- 
tion, recommending that Thursday, the nineteenth of Novem- 
ber next, be set apart by all denominations of Christians with- 
in the Commonwealth, for Thanksgiving and prayer: And that 
they abstain, as far as practicable, on that day from their 
worldly avocations, and assemble at their respective places 
of public worship, and unite in devout thankfulness to the 
Author of every good and perfect gift, for the blessings of 
peace; the general prevalence of health; the exemption from 
famine and pestilence; the fruitful seasons; the religious and 
civil privileges that we enjoy; And, above all, for the cheering 
Messages of Grace and salvation by the redeemer: And that 
they implore, through his, merits, that we may be cleansed 
from the defilement of Sin, “the reproach of any people;” and 
be united to Him by a true and living faith, and clothed with 
that righteousness which exalteth a nation; “that the enjoy- 
ment of our spiritual and temporal blessings may be continued 
with a due sense of our obligations to, and humble depend- 
ance on, the divine source from which they flow.

A message from the Governor was this day presented to

duct, and the able Assistance he gave to the Commander in 
chief Captain Oliver Hazzard Perry in the naval engagement 
with the Enemy on Lake Erie on the tenth day of September 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirteen. 

I John Joliffe Yarnall, at present belonging to the United 
States Navy, considering the uncertainty of this mortal life, 
and being of sound and perfect memory, do make and publish 
this my last Will and Testament, in manner and form fol- 
lowing, that is to say: 

First—I give and bequeath all my wearing apparel to my 
brother Amos. 

Secondly—I give and bequeath unto my Brother Peter, and 
my brother-in-law, Joseph Caldwell, 100 Drs to purchase a 
watch a piece, which I desire them to accept as keepsakes, 
hoping they will receive the same as a sufficient testimony of 
my regard for them; they being considered by me so well 
established in the world as to need no other bequest. Thirdly 
—I give and bequeath 100 Drs to purchase in a similar man- 
ner a watch for my sister Elizabeth Bolton which she is de- 
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sired to keep in charge for herself or her daughter Phoebe 
Ann. Fourthly—I desire that my Executors shall, after the 
payment of my just debts, invest the whole of my surplus 
estates in Bank stock or other public securities for the express 
purpose of becoming a fund for the more comfortable main- 
tenance of my aged Mother, and to be applied exclusively to her 
use & benefit during her natural life. Fifthly, I give and be- 
queath unto my brother Amos 1/3 part of the whole of my said 
estate so as before mentioned to be invested in Bank stock, 
public securities or otherwise. Sixthly, I give and bequeath one 
other equal third part of my said vested estate unto Aquilla 
M. Bolton his Executors and Administrators, to be held by 
him or them in trust, and for the entire use and benefit of my 
sister Mary Caldwell and her assigns. Seventh and lastly, I 
give and bequeath the remaining third part or residue of my 
said invested estate unto Joseph Caldwell his Executors and 
Administrators to be held by him or them in trust for the 
entire use and benefit of my sister Elizabeth Bolten and her 
assigns. Further I appoint Aquila M. Bolton & my brother 
Amos aforesaid, Executors of this my last Will and Testa- 
ment—hereby revoking all former wills by me made.

Whereas, it is no less a duty, than a gracious privilege, 
devoutly to acknowledge the bountiful goodness of Almight 
God, and to implore a continuance of his mercies; I there- 
fore, in accordance with the sentiments of several of the 
reverend clergy and other pious citizens, have deemed it 
proper to issue this Proclamation, recommending that 
Thursday, the ninth day of December next, be set apart 
by all denominations of Christians within the Commonwealth 
as a special season of humiliation, thanksgiving, and prayer ; 
and that they abstain on that day, as far as practicable, 
from their wordly concernments; assemble at their respec- 
tive places of public worship, and humbly acknowledge, with 
penitential sorrow, their manifold transgressions; That they 
also offer up thanks to the Creator and disposser of all things, 
for the blessings of health that have been enjoyed in the in- 
terior of the State, and that our Metropolis has been pro- 
tected from malignant disease; that the labour of the hus- 
bandman has been blessed, that our civil and religious privi- 
leges have been preserved; and especially for the inestimable 
gift of Salvation by the Redemer; AND to supplicate through 
his merits the forgiveness of sins, that our affections may be 
sanctified and yital piety prevail: that frugality, brotherly 
love, with all the social and moral virtues, enjoined by the 
holy scriptures, be promoted; that the various blessings we 
enjoy, may be continued, and we be ever impressed with a 
Solemn sense of gratitude to the divine source which they 
spring. AND, that our prayers may find favor and accept- 
ance, let them ascend with unity of sentiment, and Sincerity 
of heart, in ardent aspirations to the throne of grace.

A letter was this day written by the Governor to Mrs O. 
H. Perry at New Port in the State of Rhode Island in the

Harrisburg, November 20th 1819. 
Dear Madam, 
I have the honor to transmit you by the hands of William 
N, Irvine, Esquire, Adjutant General of Pennsylvania, a copy 
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of the resolutions of the General Assembly of this Common- 
wealth expressive of their high sense of the character and 
consequence of the victory achieved on the 10th of September 
1813, on Lake Hrie, by the American fleet, under the com- 
mand of your late illustrious consort Oliver Hazard Perry, 
over a British fleet of Superior force.— 

General Irvine is also charged with presenting to the legal 
representatives of Cantain Perry, a Gold Medal of fine work- 
manship emblematically finished, as a testimony of the grati- 
tude and applause of the Government of this Commonwealth, 
for his distinguished Skill and bravery in that highly im- 
portant and memorable conflict.— 

Circumstances, that I greatly regret, but over which I had 
no control, prevented the delivery of these testimonials dur- 
ing the life time of Captn Perr; they are therefore now pre- 
sented, as a tribute to his memory, to which I beg leave to 
add the assurance of my sincere accordance with the grateful 
Sentiments of the Legislature and people of this Common- 
wealth. 

In the deep affliction that is felt under the dispensation of 
divine providence, which has deprived you of an affectionate 
protector—Society of an _ illustrious ornament.—And our 
Country of a Skilful and brave defender, it is our duty to 
submit with humble resignation. Much consolation is de- 
rived from the conviction that his virtues and his patriotic 
Services will be preserved in the recollection of future ages 
as an example to posterity; and that his name will ever be 
identified with the naval renown of our Country, which he 
contributed so eminently is establish.—

Information was this day given to the Governor by a cer- 
tain Richard B. McCabe of an Escheat that has happened to 
the Commonwealth by the death of a certain Dennis McCaf- 
ferty of Centre County, intestate, and without heirs, or known 
kindred, seized and possessed at the time of his death of 
certain landed property: 


Friday, December 34 1819. 

The Governor this day received and accepted the resignation 
of Jacob Hibshaman Esquire, of his office of Associate Judge 
of the Court of Common pleas, in and for the County of 
Lancaster, 

Samuel Dale and John Boyer, Hsquires, were this day ap- 
pointed and commissioned by the Governor, the former to be 
one of the associate Judges of the Court of Common pleas in 
and for the County of Lancaster, in the room of Jacob Hibsh- 
man, resigned; and the latter a Notary public for the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, to reside in the County of Mont- 
gomery, and whilst he resides in the said Counuty, to hold 
the said office during good behavior. 
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A Warrant was this day signed by the Governor authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay to Alexander Johnston, Junior, 
of the City of Pittsburgh, for the use of James Irvine, David 
Glenn, Robert Graham and Michael Carr for Carpenters work 
the sum of one hundred and fifty five dollars and fifty cents; 
John M. Snowden, for printing, Eight dollars; Thomas Fair- 
man, James Anderson, John Hannen and Richard Gray for 
Stone, lime and building walls, one thousand five hundred 
dollars; Bean and Butler for nails, forty nine dollars and 
forty six cents; Hugh Davis furnishing materials and Smith 
work Hight four dollars and nineteen cents; David Evans for 
Superintending the building three hundred and Sixty five 
dollars; and Clempoon Moore for Smith work fifteen dollars 
and sixty three cents, amounting in the whole to two thou- 
Sand one hundred and Seventy dollars and seventy eight 
cents, for the expences incurred as aforesaid at the peniten- 
tiary, building near Pittsburgh authorised by an Act of the 
General Assembly of the third day of March 1818 :—the afore- 
said Accounts having been duly certified to the Governor by 
the Accountant officers as due to the above named persons. 





Saturday, December 4th 1819. 

Oliver Dunn and Myrum Bachus were this day appointed 
and commissioned by the Governor, to be Justices of the 
peace in and for the County of Erie; the former for the 
district numbered one, composed of the Townships of Mill 
Creek and McKean, including the Town of Erie; and the 
latter for the district numbered three, composed of Harbour- 
Creek, North-East and Greenfield Townships.— 





Monday, December 6th 1819. 

The resignations of Wilson Smith and John W. Roseberry, 
the former as an Associate Judge of the Court of Common 
pleas, of the County of Erie; and the latter as a Notary 
public, residing in the County of Schuylkill; were received 
and this day accepted by the Governor. 

A Warrant was this day signed by the Governor authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay to Alexander Brackenridge, Es- 
quire, of the City of Pittsburgh for the use of Magnus M. 
Murray of the same place the sum of Seventy five dollars 
the amount certified by the Accountant officers to be due under 
the provisions of an Act of the General Assembly of this 
Commonwealth passed the third day of March 1818, to the 
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said Magnus M. Murray for one quarters Salary as a Clerk 
to the Board of Commissioners appointed to superintend the 
erection of a State penitentiary near Pittsburg. 

Upon a return of his Election being made according to law, 
James Birchall was this day appointed and commissioned by 
the Governor to be Coroner of the County of Delaware; a 
bond and recognizance in due form with sufficient sureties 
having been first approved by the Governor, and filed in the 
office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, conditioned for 
faithfully discharging the duties of the said office according 
to law; executed by the said Coroner, and his sureties Joseph 
Engle and William Eyre in two thousand dollars, dated the 
fifteenth day of December last. 

Jabez Hyde Junr, Samuel Warner and Bela Jones, Esquires, 
were this day appointed Commissioners, to view the further 
distance of Twenty two miles of the Turnpike road leading 
from Bridgewater to Wilkesbarre, and with all convenient 
despatch to report to the Governor whether the said twenty 
one miles of the said Turnpike road has been made and per- 
fected in a masterly and workmanlike manner agreeably to 
the true intend and meaning of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly of the eleventh day of February 1803, and the thirtieth 
day of March 1811, which authorise the making the said 
Turnpike road. 

A license was signed by the Governor authorising the presi- 
dent and Managers of the New Alexandria and Conemaugh 
Turnpike road Company, to erect gates and turnpikes upon 
and across the first section of five mile of the said road, 
and to collect the tolls and to duties granted by law to the 
said Company from all persons travelling on the same with 
Horses, Cattle, Carts, and Carriages, with the exceptions con- 
tained in the Act of the General Assembly of the thirteenth 
day of March 1816, which authorises the making of the said 
Turnpike road. 





Tuesday, December 7th 1819. 


Two Warrants were signed by the Governor authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay the following sums, that is to say: 

To the President and Managers of the New Alexandria and 
Conemaugh Turnpike road Company, or order, the sum of 
nine thousand four hundred and forty eight dollars and sixty 
eight cents, being payment of so much of the States sub- 
scription as the said Company is now entitled to receive, for 
the first five miles of the said turnpike road, now made and 
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perfected agreeably to law; and also for one half proportion- 
able part of the remainder of the said subscription in ad- 
vance towards making the residue of the said road under the 
provisions and authority of an Act of the General Assembly 
passed the thirteenth day of March 1810, which authorises 
the making of the said Turnpike road :-— 

And the sum of Eighty Hight dollars and thirty eight cents 
to Alexander Johnston Junr, Esquire, of the City of Pittsburg 
for the use of John A. Hills an@d Benjamin Darlington of the 
Same place, the amount certified by the Accountant officers 
to be due under the provisions of the Act of the General As- 
sembly of the third day of March 1818, to the above named 
persons, that is to say, to John A. Hills the sum of fifty 
dollars for copying a plan of the penitentiary now building 
at Pittsburg, and to Benjamin Darlington the sum of thirty 
eight dollars and thirty eight certs for locks, screws, hinges, 
window pullies, latches, &ca., furnished for the said building. 

The several fines of four dollars each, which were imposed 
upon Henry Smith, John Robinson, George W. Lester, and 
John Doning of the County of Franklin, by a General Court 
Martial held within the bounds of the second Brigade of 
the Eleventh division of Militia in the Year 1818, upon their 
being severally convicted of neglect of duty in not performing 
a tour of Militia service in the year 1812, when called thereto 
agreeably to law, were this day remitted by the Governor. 





Monday, December 8th 1819. 


A joint Committee from the Senate and the House of Rep- 
resentatives this day waited on the Governor, and informed 
him that the legislature was now met, and ready to receive 
any communication that he might think proper to make :— 
Whereupon the Governor informed the Committee that he 
would make his general communication by message on Friday 
next at twelve oClock. 

A warrant was this day signed by the Governor authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay to Stephen Hills the sum of Six 
thousand dollars for which sum he is to account as Contrac- 
tor for building a State Capitol under the authority contained 
in an Act of the General Assembly passed the twenty seventh 
day of January last; and which sum is so much in advance 
on account of his contract. 

The Governor this ddy informed the two Houses of the 
Legislature, by a letter addressed to the Speaker of each 
House, that on the sixth day of Juiy last, Samuel D. Ingham, 
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Esquire, was duly appointed and commissioned by him to be 
Secretary of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, agreeably 
to the 15th Section of the second Article of the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth, in the place of Thomas Sergeant Es- 
quire, resigned. 


Agreeably to the directions of a resolution of the General 
Assembly of the nineteenth day of February 1802, the Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth this day transmitted the dif- 
ferent proposals from divers printers for executing the neces- 


sary printing work for the Senate, and the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


The several fines which were imposed upon Andrew Gilbert 
of Montgomery County of thirty five dollars; and upon Wil- 
liam Wynkoop of the County of Bucks of Sixty dollars, by 
a General Court Martial held in the Spring of the year 1815, 
within the bounds of the second division of Militia for non- 
performance of Militia duty in the year 1814, when required 
by law so to do;—were this day remitted by the Governor. 

Joseph Bowman was appointed and commissioned a Justice 
of the peace for the district numbered Six, composed of the 
Townships of Upper Mount Bethel and Lower Mount Bethel 
in the County of Northampton. 





Thursday, December 9th 1819, 
Being Thanksgiving day, no business was transacted. 





Friday, December 10th 1819, 
Agreeably to appointment a Message from the Governor on 
the affairs of the Commonwealth, was this day presented to 
both Houses of the Legislature; by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, in the following vizt. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. 


Fellow Citizens, 


The annual meeting of the legislature affords a peridocal 
recognition if the rights of the people to self-government, and 
a practical illustration of its policy. This invaluable principle 
we are bound to uphold, no less from motives of interest, than 
those of veneration for the memories of our fathers by whom 
it was established and transmitted to us, 
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It has hitherto been sucessfully maintained through the 
vicissitudes of peace and war; the most sanguine expectations 
of the genuine friends of American independence have been 
more than accomplished, and the advocates of the equal rights 
of man throughout the world have caused to doubt of the 
strength and durability of republican government. 

An enlightened and patriotic administration of the federal 
government has elevated its character abroad, while it has 
realized the hopes and secured the confidence of the people at 
home. 

Pennsylvania, as a member of the Union and a separate 
Commonwealth, affords inducements to the exercise of virtue 
and industry, and security for life, liberty and property. 

These blessings, and the degree of health enjoyed under the 
auspices of Divine Providence in the interior of the State, and 
the exemption of our Metropolis from contagious and malig- 
nant, diseases, demand our grateful acknowledgments. 

The various duties developed upon the executive during the 
recess, by the Acts of the legislature, have received due at- 
tention, and have either been performed or are in a regular 
course of execution. 

The Commissioners appointed by law for the erection of the 
State Capitol have entered into an agreement with an Archi- 
tect to complete the building; a copy of which they will lay 
before you accompanied by a report on the subject. 

A Communication from the Governor of the State of Mary- 
land, in relation to the alledged obstructions in the Susque- 
hanna, by the Susquehanna Canal Company; also a report 
from the Commissioners of the Union Canal Company, repre- 
senting the failure of their efforts to obtain further subscrip- 
tions for that important work, have been received, RODIN. of 
which will be submitted to you. 

The Commissioners appointed to explore a route for a Canal 
to unite the waters of Chickesalungo, Conestogo and French 
creek, have not commenced that work, in consequence of the 
insufficiency of the compensation provided by law. It is how- 
ever expected that they will ascertain the depression from the 
top of the lowest of the dividing ridges, and examine the 
supple of water, which will enable them to decide upon the 
practicability of the connexion, and that they will report the 
result in the early part of the Session. 


The Silver Medals, directed by a resolution of the Legisla- 
ture adopted the 31st of January, 1814, to be procured and 
presented to those Citizens of Pennsylvania who gallantly 
volunteered on board of the American Squadron on Lake Erie, 
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under the command of Captain Perry, have been lately oh 
tained. The measures taken for presenting them and for the 
delivery of the gold Medals, directed in the same resolution, 
shall be the subject of a future communication. 


The provisions of the Act passed the 29th day of March last, 
entituled, A supplement to the Act entitled, An Act regulating 
banks “have not been carried into effect against any of the 
banks of the Commonwealth, though it is probable that their 
operations may have been in some degree influenced by its 
existence. It is understood that several of them have not 
been able to maintain their issued of paper upon a Specie 
bases, and the Stockholders have determined to wind up and 
disolve their institutions; and others have suspended their 
operations for the present, with perhaps a similar and laud- 
able intent. But whether we regard the conduct of those 2on- 
cerned in the management of banks, or the force of public 
opinion, there is little reason to apprehend that a recurrence 
by any bank to an issue of paper upon any other than a 
specie basis, will either be attempted, or if attempted, ac- 
quiesced. As long as that standard is preserved, it is worthy 
of deliberate consideration, whether it may not be most pru- 
dent to permit the fluctuating paper, of our different banks to 
find its level through natural, rather then artificial channels. 
In some parts of the State there is an inequatity in the cur- 
rent value of the paper of the banks which pay specie prompt- 
ly for their notes. However desirable it may be to have a per- 
fect uniformity in the paper of those banks, it is very doubt- 
ful whether any adequate remedy for the inconvience can be 
expected from legislative efforts. The regulation of the cur- 
rency, is a power delegated by the constitution to the nation:al 
government; but the subject is of momentous concern to the 
State government; and whatever measure, within the sphere 
of the powers reserved to them, may be calculated to give 
stability and permanency to, the established standard of 
value in our County, cannot fail to receive the deliberate and 
serious attention of an enlightened legislature. The annual 
report from the banks, directed by law to be made to the leg- 
islature, will give more practical information on the subject, 
and enable them to determine with more certainty, what 
further regulations it might be proper to adopt. 


In turning our attention to the general state of domestic 
economy, it will be perceived that the present period is one of 
peculiar difficulty. Whether the pressure for pecuniary re- 
sources and general stagnation, of business so much com- 
plained of, proceed from the improper extension and misap- 
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plication of bank credits; excessive importations and consump- 
tions of foreign merchandize, heightened by the depression in 
the price of domestic products and land; the sudden reduc- 
tion of bank loans; the great depreciation of notes issued by 
banks that have suspended business; the general distrust of 
creditors and money lenders, and consequent failure of private 
credit to afford its usual and necessary aid, or from all these 
combined with other causes; there can be but little diversity 
of opinion as to the most efficient and appropriate relief. The 
subject, therefore demands the serious consideration of the 
guardians of the public welfare. 

An attentive examination of passing events will justify the 
conclusion, that notwithstanding many discouragements, there 
is reason to believe, that the general distress has arrived at 
its greatest height; and while it admonishes us that human 
happiness is not free from alloy, it exhibits nothing to excite 
further alarm or create despendoncy. 


The prevailing disposition so strongly manifested among 
the people in every part of the Commonwealth to substitute 
the consumption of domestic products and fabries in place of 
foreign, must, if perserved in, give a new spring to many im- 
portant and productive branches of internal industry; while 
the determination no less prevalent to curtail unnecessary 
Expences at the same time, will greatly contribute to relieve 
individual embarrasements. When those who are involved in 
debt, shall have reduced their expenditures within their in- 
come, and recommend in whatever degree the payment of their 
debts, the apprehensions of creditors and the pressure upon 
debtors will in the same proportion be relieved; credit will 
gradually revive, and a restoration of confidence may be ex- 
pected to cause dormant funds, now locked up by suspicion 
and distrust, to flow in their accustomed channels. As a 
further effect of the same causes, we may confidently anticipate 
a diminution in the sales and sacrifices of property, together 
with an increased ability on the part of purchasers and con- 
sequent rise in the price of land: the mass of depreciated 
bank notes will find their way by the payment of debts, into 
banks from which they issued; and it is hoped that when any 
portion of the people shall be relieved from their embarrass- 
ments, the formation of other habits in the mean time, aided 
by their experience of the fatal system of business which has 
produced so much evil, will thereafter ensure a more cautious 
and prosperous course. 


But whatever may be our reliance upon these operations, as 
the natural and necessary progress of affairs in a State pos- 
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sessed of so many substantial resources, I submit it to your 
consideration, whether it would not be practicable and ex- 
pedient for the Commonwealth to co-operate in the general 
effort to revive Credit and arrest the progress of distress. It 
is believed that a sum of money might be drawn from com- 
parative inactivity by means of the credit of the State, to 
constitute the fund of a loan office, from which loans might be 
made upon landed security. This would not only prevent 
many sacrifices of property by legal process, but essentially 
and in giving new life and activity to numerous pursuits of 
productive industry, and facilitate the progress of restoration 
from the embarrassments that now surround us. 

But it is no less necessary to guard against the return of 
evil, than to devise measures of present relief: our exertions 
to acquire property are more generally the offspring of neces- 
sity than choice; and while a portion of our population in- 
cline, either from habit or prejudcie, to prefer the fabries of 
foreign to those of domestic manufacture, it will be an im- 
portant duty of the government to endeavor to improve the 
arts of economy, and encourage the developement of our in- 
ternal resourses, as indispensable to our future prosperity. 


Whenever doubts may exist as to the policy of our becoming 
an extensively manufacturing people, the experience of a few 
past years must have satisfied every discerning mind, that the 
only Safe reliance is upon our own resources, ingenuity and 
enterprise, which are together adequate to the supply of the 
principal comforts and necessaries of life. The Community 
wherein the greatest diversity of appropriate pursuits is en- 
couraged, will feel least sensibly the unfavourable vicissitudes 
to which all imployments are occasionally exposed. 


The limited powers of the State government do not admit 
of an extensive plan for the Encouragement of those branches 
of industry, that are exposed to a foreign competition; but 
next to securing by commercial regulations the advantage of 
the home market, the most beneficial measures will be to 
stimulate improvements in the skill of our artists, and remove 
the prejudices which oppose the general use of our domestic 
fabrics. With a view to this object, it is recommended to en- 
courage the organization of societies in the several counties, 
solely for the purpose of promoting agriculture, manufactures 
and domestic economy; and that a sum of money be paid to 
them from the State Treasury, to be distributed by their di- 
rection, under proper modifications, in premiums for the ad- 
vancement of the various branches of internal industry and 
economy, best suited to the soil, climate and the condition of 
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the people in the respective districts. The time is propitious 
for the efficacy of such associations; and while the charge 
upon the treasury would be inconsiderable, the effect of such 
a stimulus upon a laudable emulation natural to the human 
mind would be sensibly felt in the formation of new habits, 
and in giving an impulse to those pursuits which contribute 
not less to the permanent prosperity of the community, than 
to the perfection of our national independence. 

On the subjects of education, marriage, the judiciary, 
Militia, and internal improvements, I refer you to my com- 
munication to the Legis’ature at the opening of their last 
Session. As, however, it is of great importance to ascertain 
with precision the extent of improvement to which our inland 
nagivation is susceptible, I would repeat the recommendation, 
that a board of Commissioners be appointed, to make surveys 
and to take the level of our principal streams, report the 
practicability of rendering them navigable, and connecting 
them by canals so as to unite the waters of the western lakes 
with the tide water of the Delaware near Philadelphia, ac- 
companied with plans and estimates of the Expence of execu- 
tion, The information that might, without much Expense, be 
thereby acquired, would be highly beneficial; and if the 
measure should be found practicable, as its accomplishment 
would contribute nearly to the equal accommodation of our 
constituents, no sectional jealousy can exist against bringing 
the resources of the State into operation, whenever they may 
be required for the purpose. 


When we consider the proximity of the sources of the 
Hastern and western navigation waters of Pennsylvania, and 
the probability that a direct water communication may be 
made by their connection through the State from the atlantic 
shores to the waters of the vast regions of the western states 
and territories, we can hardly overrate the magnitude of the 
object that opens to our view and invites our enterprize, or 
the greatness of the reward that awaits us by its completion. 


The Commissioners appointed by the States of Virginia, 
Kentucky, Ohio and Pennsylvania, to examine the obstructions 
in the navigation of the Ohio river, have lately made a report 
to me, copies of which are herewith transmitted. It is ac- 
companied with drafts and plots with explanatory notes, 
evincing the ability and assuduity of the Commissioners in 
executing the duties assigned them. Copies of these shall also 
be laid before you, as early as they can be prepared. They 
contain a detailed description of the nature and extent of 
the obstructions, which it appears can be overcome or removed 
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at a comparatively small expense; and the benefits that would 
arise therefrom are so fully set forth in the report, that they 
will, I trust, induce the Legislature to adopt the measure it 
recommends. Whether we view the immediate advantages 
that would flow to Pennsylvania, and especially to our western 
city and Country by its adoption, or consider the improvement 
as an important branch in the extensive system of inland 
navigation alluded to, there is no object of internal improve- 
ment to which an appropriation of the amount suggested by 
the Commissioners could be more beneficially applied. 


The State being deeply interested in the improvement of the 
navigation of the river Schuylkill, I was induced in the month 
of June last to view part of the works that were erected by 
the Company incorporated for the purpose. Some of the dams 
that had been erected were considerably injured by the last 
Spring freshets, but it is understood that they have been re- 
paired, with improvements for their future security. The cir- 
cumstance has neither abated the zeal of the company, nor 
diminished confidence in the utility of the plan of improve- 
ment they have adopted; and the work is progressing with an 
activity that does great credit to the enlightened spirit of 
enterprize with which it was undertaken. 


A Company was incorporated in July last, for the purpose 
of making a lock navigation on the river Monongahela. It is 
not ascertained whether they have commenced the prosecution 
of the work, or what are the prospects as to its ultimate suc- 
cess. 


It may be proper to State, that if the companies incorporated 
for the purpose of improving our inland navigation, were di- 
rected by law to make annual reports to the Executive of the 
expense and progress of their respective works, some time 
previous to the meeting of the legislature, much practical in- 
formation might thereby be collected and usefully diffused, on 
a subject upon which we have hitherto had but little Ex- 
perience, 


THE Completion of several turnpike roads, authorised by 
law to be made, and especially those leading directly from the 
western and northern part of the State of Philadelphia, would 
be attended with important and immediate advantages, and be 
greatly facilitated by additional aid from the treasury of the 
Commonwealth. The completion of some of the sections of 
those roads has involved the respective Companies, as well as 
individuals, in heavy pecuniary embarrasements; and as it is 
believed that this has arisen, more from their disposition to 
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accomplish objects of public utility, than with a view to their 
private interests, it would be proper to relieve them. 


The repeated violation of the laws for the suppression of 
vice and immorality, evinces the necessity of some efficient 
measures being adopted for their faithful execution. The 
preaches of the Sabbath, and the practice of horse racing, 
with their accompanying vices, and others of demoralizing 
tendency, are openly committed with impunity. The restrain- 
ing of vice, and inculation of virtue, are among the highest 
and most solemn duties that pertain to a republican govern- 
ment; and to effect which, as well as to sustain our political 
institutions, it is indispensable that the dominion of the laws 
be maintained. 


T cannot forbear to urge upon your attention the necessity 
of some provisions for the punishment of the crime of kid- 
napping, more adequate to the prevention of the offence, as 
well as more proportioned to other punishments for crimes 
of inferior grade. It is a melancholy fact, that our laws 
regard the Stealing of a horse a more heinous offence than 
that of Stealing a man. 


In pursurance of the Act of Congress for arming and 
equipping the whole body of the militia, the United States 
have delivered since the last Session of the Legislature, to 
the Armorer at Meadville, as appears by his report, five field 
pieces of Six pound ball, with carriages and implements 
complete for six pieces; also three thousand two hundred and 
Highty muskets and bayonets, in part of the quota of arms 
due this State. The United States had not the City of 
Pittsburg in May last, rifles to supply Pennsylvania with five 
hundred, according to the request of the Legislature; but from 
the intimation of the Mayor of Ordnance of that City, there 
is reason to believe they will be furnished in the course of 
the next year, obtaining information that the powder re- 
maining in the Arsenal at Meadville was in a perishing State, 
I directed the Armorer to sell it, and pay the proceeds of the 
Sale into the State treasury. 


It is expected that the Adjutant General will shortly be 
able to procure a return of the Militia, the number and con- 
dition of the Arms, military Stores and camp equipage, be- 
longing to the Commonwealth; which Will, when received, 
be laid before you. It has, however, been already ascertained, 
that an additional appropriation will be necessary to com- 
plete the repairs and cleaning of the Arms in the Several 
State Arsenals. 
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The accounting and Treasury departments will, in con- 
formity to law, report to you a Statement of the finances of 
the Commonwealth, and a detailed account of the receipts 
and expenditures at the treasury, for the year Ending on the 
30th November last, exhibiting a balance in the treasury of 
$39,591.40; from which, and an especial, report from the 
Auditor General made to me, a copy of which is herewith 
transmitted, it will appear that the proceeds of several 
branches of the revenue have been diminished, and that a 
considerable portion of the appropriations towards objects of 
internal improvement, made by laws enacted several years 
since, have been paid within the year. There are still large 
balances of such appropriations unpaid, part of which may 
be immediately demanded, and the remainder probably within 
the next and two succeeding years; which renders it indis- 
pensable to resort to further loans in order to sustain the 
plighted faith of the Commonwealth. These reports will also 
shew that the annual revenue exceed the annual expenses of 
the government, by an amount sufficient to pay the interest 
on the debt already incurred, and such further loans as may 
be necessary to meet existing engagements for the ensuing 
year; aid, to a certain extent, internal improvements and 
other objects for the promotion of the public welfare, and 
also constitute a fund for the gradual redemption of the debt 
created. The unexpended appropriations will probably not 
all be paid before some of the former loans may become due; 
and as the situation of the finances may not warrant their 
reimbursement at the stipulated periods, unless specific pro- 
visions be made for the purpose, I submit for your consid- 
eration the propriety of anticipating their payment, and pro- 
tracting the time for the demand upon the treasury, by 
authorising another loan for the whole amount, and issuing 
stock for the same, redeemable after a given period, at the 
pleasure of the Commonwealth. 


In pursuance of an Act of the Legislature of the 29th of 
March last, a loan was negotiated with the bank of Penn- 
sylvania, on the 19th of April, for $50,000; on the 7th of 
June, for $40,000; and on the 29th of October, for the like 
sum, at the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable within 
four years, in such instalments, as in the opinion of the 
Governor the finances of the State may justify. 

The trusts confided by our fellow citizens to the several 
branches of the government, are at once honourable and ar- 
duous; in the discharge of which they have a right to expect 
from us the exercise of vigilance and wisdom, and also that 
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we inculcate, by private precept and example, the spirit of 
benevolence and all the virtues of social life; and thereby 
demonstrate that the dismission of party jealousy and ran- 
cour is not incompatible with an adherence to pollitical 
principle.

Silver medals have also been procured for, and in part 
delivered to those citizens of Pennsylvania who volunteered

A license was this day signed by the Governor and issued 
authorising the president and Managers of the Wilkesbarre

Whereas I have received authentic information that in the 
night of the Sixth January last, a gun containing large shot 
and slugs, was discharged into the window of the late dwelling 
house of Andrew Hamilton, deceased, late of the Township of 
Bart, in the County of Lancaster, whereupon the said Andrew 
Hamilton arose from his bed, and in going out of the house, 
was Severely wounded by a stroke received on the back part 
of his head of which would he shortly after died; and it ap- 
pears that a certain Asa Witherington, otherwise called 
Worthington, of Sadsbury Township, in the said County, has 
confessed that he was the person who discharged the said gun 
into the house of the said Andrew Hamilton; and the said 
Asa Witherington otherwise called Worthington, having fled 
from Justice, the efforts to arrest him, have hitherto proved 
ineffectual: And Whereas the reputation of the Government, 
the peace and Security of its citizens, and the obligations of 
justice and humanity require, that the perpetrator of an offence 
so heinous, should be brought to speedy and condign punish- 
ment: I have therefore thought it proper to issue this procla- 
mation, hereby offering a reward of two hundred dollars to 
any person or persons, who shall apprehend and secure within 
any jail of this Commonwealth, the said Asa Witherington, 
otherwise called Worthington, if brought to trial and conviction 
of the said offence: And all judges, justices, Sheriffs, 
Coroners, constables and other officers within this Common- 
wealth, according to the duties of their resepctive Stations, are 
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hereby required and enjoined, to be attentive and diligent in 
inquiring after and bringing to justice, the perpetrator of the 
crime aforesaid.

perfected the further distance of Seven miles of the said road 
agreeably to law. 

A license was this day Signed by the Governor, authori- 
Sing the president and Managers of the above named Turn- 
pike road Company to erect, and fix such and so many gates 
and turnpikes upon and across the portion of Seven miles 
of the said Turnpike road made and perfected as aforesaid 
as will be necessary and sufficient to collect the tolls and 
duties granted by law to the Said Company from all per- 
sons using the same; with the exceptions contained in the 
above mentioned Act of Assembly. 

The Governor this day remitted the several fines hereafter 
mentioned which were imposed upon the following named 
persons by a General Court Martial held in the County of 
Bucks in the Spring of 1815, within the bounds of the first 
Brigade of the Second division of the Militia, for nonper-

The Several fines which were imposed upon Aaron Paxson,

Harrisburg, March 18, 1820. Wm, Findlay. 


Sir, I have the honor of submitting a report of the 
Strength of the Militia, and a return of the Arms and camp 
equipage, &ca.—It has not been in my power to designate 
exactly the number in each regiment; this is altogether owing 
to the defective returns of some of the brigade inspectors, 
three of whom have but very lately been elected. In 1818 
I made out and forwarded to each inspector the form of a 
brigade report; instead of keeping as a precedent the form 
thus forwarded, in many instances they were returned filled 
up; this oversight has produced in 1819, almost as many dif- 
ferent and distinct forms of reports as there are brigades in 
the Commonwealth, some of which give only the brigade 
aggregate, others disignating the total of regiments, do not 
separate the officers and non-Commissioned officers from pri- 
vates. It is much to be lamented that the present militia 
System does not give even to the most vigilant and zealous 
officers, all the power necessary to call forth and report the 
full strength of their brigades, either as Soldiers in the field 
for training, or on an exempt list. I allude now more par- 
ticularly to the report of Mayor Stanley, inspector of the 2nd 
brigade, 3rd division of the Militia, not only because the 
report of this officer affords the most flagrant instance of the 
insufficiency of the System, by exhibiting to you and to the 
legislature, a regiment consisting of only forty officers, non- 
commissioned officers and privates, districted in a thickly 
Settled part of the Country, but because from my knowledge 
of gentlemen, I am fully convinced he has used every exertion 
that the law has afforded him, to compel the inhabitants 
within the bounds of his brigade to a performance of their du- 
ties (herewith you have his report marked A.) I have used 
every means in my power to be able to make an estimate of the 
probable expense of repairing completely all the Arms belong- 
ing to the State, capable of being made useful; having in 
view this object, I addressed circulars to each brigade in 
October last, directing the inspectors to collect at some point

within their respective bounds all the Arms belonging to the 
Commonwealth, not in the hands of volunteers, under the 
provisions of the existing law. My object in this order was 
to save the expense of transporting to the different arsenals, 
Such arms as were not fit for repair. Until the Arms are’ 
collected and inspected, it would be altogether impossible to 
form any estimate of the probable cost of repairing them. 
Some have been Scattered over the face of the State for 
more than twenty years, and are yet valuable, others although 
purchased within that time were unfit for actual Service 
before they were delivered to government, and ought never 
to have been received. During the late war upwards of three 
thousand stands of german Arms were received from the 
United States as part of the quota due to Pennsylvania ; these 
are much inferior to those manufactured in the United States, 
and will be exchanged (as has been heretofore represented to 
the legislature, as soon as the Executive may be properly 
authorised to do so,

The Secretary of the Commonwealth having by direction 
of the Governor on the Seventeenth instant transmitted to 
Joseph P. Norris, Esquire, president of the Bank of Pennsyl-

ler; and the latter for the district numbered five, composed 
of the Townships of Whitley and Wayne and part of the 
Township of Aleppo, in the County of Greene. 

John Blair of Huntingdon County, William Wilson of Cum- 
berland County, and Thomas Smith of Dauphin County were 
appointed at the same time by the Governor to be Commis- 
sioners, to view the ground from the west end of the Harris- 
burg bridge, to the river Juniata, at or near Millerstown in 
the County of Cumberland, for the purpose of ascertaining 
the practiciability of laying out a State road between the 
two given points, and the probable expense of making Said 
road, and bridging the waters which the same may pass, under 
the authority of an Act of the General Assembly passed the 
Sixteenth instant, and to make a report to the Governor, 
accompanied with a draft of the several courses; and in such 
places as they shall think necessary, of the Angle of degrees 
of ascent and descent with a horizontal line; and the Said 
Commissioners were at the Same time authorised and required 
to meet on the Second Tuesday of May next, and to proceed 
to the execution of the trust reposed in them as aforesaid. 

A letter was written by the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
to Rees Hill, Esquire, Chairman of the Committee of Ways 
and Means, in answer to his letter of the 18th instant, Stating 
that by the Act of Assembly of the 27th day of March 1819, 
the Sum of two thousand three hundred dollars, was appro- 
priated for Clerk hire in his office for one year, commencing 
the first day of April, 1819; out of which there has been paid

The fine of fifty dollars which was imposed upon William 
Nixon of Chester County by a General Court Martial held 
within the bounds of the Second Brigade of the third division 
of Militia in 1815, for Militia delinquency in 1814,—was this 
day remitted by the Governor. 





Wednesday, March 22nd 1820. 

A pardon was this day granted to John Simmonds Junior, 
who was convicted of manslaughter, and Sentenced by the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer held in and for the County of 
Chester on the fourth day of February 1819, to undergo 
Servitude at hard labour for the Space of ten years, and 
fined one dollar, with costs of suit, &ca.

the balance of the sum appropriated by the Legislature, until 
it shall be ascertained by an examination of the vouches trans- 
mitted to the Auditor Generals office that the monies hereto- 
fore paid by the Commonwealth, has been regularly accounted 
for. And mentioning that it has been hitherto considered as 
most advisable for the proper authorities of the City and 
County, upon the payment of the money by the Governor to 
convey the prison house and lot to the Commonwealth in order 
to remove all doubt as to the effect of the Act of the thirty- 
first day of March 1812.

And whereas, the reputation of the Government, the 
peace and security of its Citizens and the obligations of Jus- 
tice, require, that the perpetrators of offences so atrocisous 
in the nature, should be brought to Speedy and condign pun- 
ishment. I have therefore thought proper to issue this proc- 
lamation hereby offering a reward of One thousand dollars 
to any person or persons who shall apprehend and Secure 
within any jail of this Commonwealth the person or persons 
who have committed the said offences if brought to trial and 
conviction. And all Judges, Justices, Sheriffs, Coroners, Con- 
stables and officers within this Commonwealth, according to 
the duties of their offices, are hereby required and enjoined 
to be attentive and vigilant in enquiring after and bringing 
to justice the perpetrator or perpetrators of the crimes afore- 
said.

A Proclamation, 


Whereas, I have received authentic information, that on 
the morning of Sunday, the third instant, about nine of the 
Clock, John McClellant, Merchant of the City of Pittsburgh, 
while travelling on horse back from Pittsburg to Philadelphia, 
was attacked on the Turnpike road on Sideling hill, in Bed- 
ford County, by three Robbers, with their faces blacked, who 
presented pistols to his breast; and after pulling him from 
his horse and taking him near a mile from the public road 
into the woods, robbed him of a considerable amount in Bank 
notes and gold, and also took from his Saddle bags, clothes, 
and letters, believed to contain remittances in notes to Mer- 
chants in Philadelphia. 

And whereas, the reputation of the government, the 
peace and Security of its citizens, and the obligations of 
justice and humanity require that the perpetrators of offences 
so atrocious should be brought to speedy and Condign pun- 
ishment, I have therefore, thought proper to issue this proc- 
lamation, hereby offering a reward of Three hundred dollars, 
to any person or persons who shall apprehend and secure 
in any Jail of this Commonwealth, the persons who have 
committed the said crime, to be paid on their conviction; or 
One hundred dollars for the apprehending, securing and con- 
victing any one of them: And all Judges, Justices, Sheriffs, 
Coroners, Constables and other officers within this Common- 
wealth, according to the duties of their respective offices, are 
hereby required and enjoined to be attentive and vigilant in 
enquiring after, and bringing to Justice, the perpetrators of 
the crime aforesaid.

Jail, and has hitherto eluded the pursuit of the officers of 
Justice of the Said County. And Whereas, the reputation of 
the government, the peace and Security of its Citizens, and the 
obligations of justice and humanity require, that the perpetra- 
tors of offences so atrocious should be brought to speedy and 
condign punishment: I have therefore thought proper to issue 
this proclamation, hereby offering an reward of One hundred 
dollars to any person or persons, who shall have again ap- 
prehended and secured in any jail of this Commonwealth, the 
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said David Lewis, to be paid on his conviction of the said 
robbery. And all Judges, Justices, Sheriffs, Cornorers,

Abel Penrose’s fine of Ninety Six dollars reduced to thirty 
dollars: The fines of Henry Stover, and Joseph Randell of 
Highty dollars each, reduced to twenty dollars each; and 
Thomas Stackhouses fine of Seventy dollars reduced to forty 
dollars. 

The fine of thirty five dollars which was imposed by the 
General Court Martial which was held in the Second Brigade 
of the above mentioned division in the year 1815, upon Isaac 
Marple of the County of Mortgomery for the neglect to perform 
Militia duty, was at the same time remitted by the Governor. 





Monday, June 12th 1820. 


A warrant was signed by the Governor authorising the State 
Treasurer to pay to Samuel Smith for the use of James Dicken- 
son the sum of Ten dollars:—it having been Satisfactorily 
proven to the Governor that the Said James Dickenson belong- 
ing to the Regiment commanded by Colonel Rees Hill, was in 
the public Service and Marched into Upper Canada in the year 
1818, and is by the Act entitled “An Act granting bounty of 
certain Volunteers, and Militia of this State, passed the ninth 
day of March 1816, entitled to receive from the Commonwealth 
ten dollars bounty. 

The fine of Sixty dollars which was imposed upon Malachi 
Taylor of the County of Philadelphia, by a General Court 
Martial held within the bounds of the Second Brigade of the 
first Division of the Militia composed of the City and County 
of Philadelphia, was this day mitigated by the Govenor, and 
reduced, to fifteen dollars. 


Tuesday, June 13th 1820. 


A warrant was this day Signed by the Governor authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay to Alexander Johnston Junr of the 
City of Pittsburg the Sum of Six hundred and Sixty five dol- 
lars, and Seventy cents for the use of I. Irwin F. Graham, 
Thomas Connor, Michael Carr, R. Wilson, James McKinley, 
Abraham Hopkins, and William Robinson, Junior, all of the 
same place; the amount certified by the Accountant officers to 
be due under the provisions of an Act of the General Assembly 
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of the third day of March 1818; that is to say :—to I Irwin, F. 
Graham, Thomas Connor, Michael Carr, R. Wilson, James 
McGinley and Abraham Hopkins for Carpenders work, and 
piling boards and Scantling one hundred and Sixty three dol- 
lars and Eighty one cents; and to William Robinson, Junior, 
for furnishing grates for the State penitentiary building near 
the City of Pittsburg, the sum of five hundred and one dollars 
and Eighty nine cents. 

John Jones, Esquire, Inspector of the first Brigade of the 
Kighth division of Militia at Sunbury was informed, in answer 
to his letters of the 7t and 9th inst, containing requisitions for 
Sixty, and fifty muskets, “that the Act of Assembly of the 
third of March 1817, limits the Supply or Arms to each Brigade, 
to three hundred stands, and therefore requesting him to re- 
port to this department the number that he may have in his 
Brigade; that if it should fall short of the number of three 
hundred stands, requisitions for the deficiency will be sup- 
plied: Mr Jones was also informed, that is is necessary that he 
Should certify that fifty nine persons at least, of the “Sunbury 
Light Infantry,” are uniformed and equipped for Service, be- 
fore Commissions can be issued for the offices. 





Wednesday, June 14th 1820, 

The fine of fifty dollars which was imposed by a General 
Court Martial held in the year 1815, within the bounds of the 
Second brigade of the Sixth division of the Militia of this State 
upon Henry Boyer of the County of Berks; for not perform- 
ing his tour of Militia duty in 1814, as he was required to do, 
was this day remitted by the Governor. 

The several fines which were imposed at the same time, by 
General Courts martial held within the first and Second 
Brigades of the same Division upon the following named 
persons for like neglect to perform militia duty were this day 
mitigated by the Governor, and reduced as follows, that is to 
say: Thomas Lewis Junr fine of Eighty dollars reduced to 
thirty dollars: The several fines of John Lesh and Peter Fox 
alias Fucks of Sixty dollars each, reduced each to forty dol- 
lars; and Christian Wanger and Christian Huntsechers fines 
of ninety six dollars each, reduced the former to Sixty, and 
the latter to fifty dollars.

from all persons using the Said Section, with Horses, Cattle, 
Carts and Carriages; it being duly certified to the Governor by 
Commissioners appointed for the purpose that the Said Section 
has been Completed and perfected agreeably to law. 

A letter was written to Joseph Parker Norris Esqe President 
of the Bank of Pennsylvania by the Governor, Signifying his 
approbation of the Loan of five hundred thousand dollars con- 
templated to be made to the Government of the United States 
in payment for Six per cent stack of the Untied States to be 
issued under the Act of Congress of the fifteenth day of May 
last; which approbation and assent was given by the Governor 
in pursuance of and under the Act of the General Assembly of 
the thirty-first day of March 1812, 

A warrant was this day Signed by the Governor in favor of 
the president and Managers of the Berks and Dauphin Turn- 
pike road Company for the Sum of one thousand Hight hundred 
and twenty nine dollars, and twenty Six cents being due to 
the said Company upon the completion of another Section of 
five miles of the said road and a payment on account of the 
States Subscription to the Stock of the said Company made 
under the authority of an Act of the General Assembly of the 
twenty fourth day of March One thousand Highth hundred 
and Seventeen, making appropriations for certain internal im- 
provements. 


Monday, June 19th 1820. 


A warrant was this day Signed by the Governor authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay to Thomas Lukens and George 
Armstrong the Sum of one hundred and ninéty Six dollars and 
Highty cents, being a balance remaining unpaid of the Sum of 
two thousand four hundred and Sixty dollars which was 
awarded in the year 1816, as damages, by a verdict and judg- 
ment against the Commonwealth for compensation claimed in 
behalf of the heirs of John Lukens deceased, under the provi- 
sions of certain Acts of the General Assembly, passed the 
Sixth day of April 1802, and the third day of March 1812, for a 
tract of land Situate in the Seventeen Townships of the 
County of Luzerne which has been taken from them and 
certified to the Connecticut Claimants under the authority of 
certain Acts of the General Assembly in such case made and 
provided. 
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The Governor this day appointed Hamilton Humes Esqe of 
the County of Centre, a Commissioner in conjunction with 
William Petriken and Jacob Kryder, the two remaining Com- 
missioners to view and examine a Section of five miles of the 
Susquehanna and Waterford Turnpike road, Commencing at 
the termination of the first five miles running westwardly from 
the Susquehanna River; and to report under their respective 
hands and Seals, whether or not the Said Section is made in a 
masterly and workmanlike manner according to the true in- 
tent and meaning of the Acts of the General Assembly which 
authorises the making of the said road. 

The fine of fifteen dollars which was imposed upon John Abel 
by the Court of General quarter Sessions of the peace of the 
County of Northampton, on the nineteenth day of April last, 
upon being convicted of keeping a Tipling house was this day 
remitted by the Governor. 

The Governors Commission this day made out and Signed 
by the Governor for Hamilton Humes, was immediately trans- 
mitted to William Petriken Esquire, one of his Colleagues, at 
Bellfonte.

ing to making returns to the War department, he will conform

Under the provisions of the 4th Section of the Act entitled 
“A Supplement to an Act entitled “An Act for the more speedy 
and effectual collection of certain debts due to this Common- 
wealth,’ passed the 19th March 1807 (4 Smith 381) The Com- 
missioners appointed) by the 1st Section of the Act of the 
31st March 1806 (4 Smith 355) Compromised with George Cly- 
mer and Samuel Meredith who alledged title of certain lands 
of the late John Nicholson, situate then in Luzerne County. An 
assignment was executed on the 13th May 1807, by the Said 
Commissioners to the said Clymer and Meredith of so much of 
the lien of the Commonwealth against the land to which Clymer 
and Meredith alledged title, the estate of John Nicholson—as 
was equivalent to the Consideration of $4,000, which sum has 
been full paid into the State Treasury.—George Clymer and 
Samuel Meredith are since deceased, the former testate and the 
latter intestate. Application is now made by the Executors of 
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the last will of George Clymer, and the Administrators of 
the estate of Samuel Meredith to the Governor under the 
provisions of the Supplement of the 24th March 1808, praying 
him to issue process to them for the Sale of the aforesaid 
lands. 

The question for your consideration, and advice is, 

Can the Governor issue the process for a Sale of the 
land in this case to the Executors of George Clymer and 
the Administrators of Samuel Meredith? 

I enclose a copy of the ‘Assignment, and only add that the 
process contemplated by the Supplement of the 29th March 
1808, has been issued without hesitation when the lien of the 
Commonwealth continued to be held by the original purchas- 
er; but doubts have arisen whether it could issue under the 
terms of the law to Ewecutors and Administrators, and the 
Governor desires your opinion on the case.

Attorney Generals Answer. 


Upon consideration of the question above Submitted and 
of the Acts of Assembly upon the Subject, I am of opinion 
that there is no power vested in the Governor to issue process 
to Executors or Administrators. The Act of Assembly of 24. 
March 1808 confines this power to the case of parties to the 
compromise: and if by construction it might be extended 
further I apprehend it could not extend to the case of Execu- 
tors or Administrators who represent the personal estate only 
and not the real estate of the deceased. Besides it is not 
in the power of the Governor under this Act or any other 
to require of the Executors or Administrators the Security 
that would on General principles be deemed proper for the 
appropriation of the proceeds of Sale amongst those entitled 
by will or under the intestate laws. This can be done only 
by the Legislature.

duly certified to the Governor that the Saiq Section of five 
miles of the Said road has been made and perfected agree- 
ably to law.

A letter was this day written by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth under the directions of the Governor to the Board 
of Inspectors of the prison and penitentiary of Philadelphia, 
relative to the Exercise of the pardoning power by the 
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Executive on the recommendation of persons confined in the 
Said penitentiary by the said board, and expressing the wish 
of the Governor, that the information Communicated to him 
should be more particular than has been the custom hereto- 
fore; that the Governor may have, as in other cases, the 
whole ground upon which the recommendation is founded, 
before him, upon which to make up his opinion, and thgt 
it may be placed on file in his office; and that, as the crowded 
State of the prison is a Subject of primary consideration ; 
the wish of the Governor was also Signified that he might be 
informed what number of convicts the prison will conveniently 
contain, and from time to time what number are confined 
in it.

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The bond of Daniel Trowbridge as Deputy Surveyor of 
Susquehanna County, with David Post and Benjamin T. Case 
as his sureties in the Sum of three thousand dollars, dated 
the Sixth of September 1820, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of the duties of the Said Office, was this day 
approved by the Governor. 

The resignation of David Fullerton, Esquire, of his Seat as 
a representative of this Commonwealth in the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States for the district composed of

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County for not performing Militia duty in the Year 1814, 
was this day remitted by the Governor. 





Thursday, September 14th 1820. 

The Governor this day appointed and commissioned John 
Sinkett, Esquire, a Justice of the peace in and for the dis- 
trict numbered three, composed of the townships of Bristol, 
Germantown and Roxborough in the County of Philadelphia. 

The Governor at the same time mitigated and reduced the 
Militia fine which was imposed upon a certain John Evans, 
of the County of Montgomery from thirty five, to fifteen dol- 
lars, the Same having been adjudged by a General Court 
Martial, held in the Said County in 1815, to be paid by him 
for not performing Militia duty in 1814. 





Friday, September 15th 1820. 

The Militia fine which was imposed by a General Court 
Martial, held in the year 1815, in the County of Montgomery 
upon a certain Rudolph Harley, late of the Said County, but 
now of the County of Philadelphia, for not performing Militia 
duty in the year 1814, was this day mitigated by the Gover- 
nor and reduced from thirty five dollars to fifteen, in con- 
sideration of his particular circumstances.

described, aS will be necessary and Sufficient to collect tolls 
and duties granted by the Act of the General Assembly, of 
the twenty Second day of February, 1812, to the Said Com- 
pany, from all persons using the Said Sections, with the 
exceptions contained in the Said Act:—It appearing to the 
Governor from reports of Commissioners appointed for the 
purpose that the before mentioned, and hereafter described 
three Sections of five miles each of the Said Turnpike road, 
have been made and perfected agreeably to the true intent 
and meaning of the Said Act of the General Assembly, that is 
to say, the third Section from the Susquehanna River, com- 
mencing at the tenth and ending at the fifteenth mile post,— 
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the first Section adjoining to and south of the Town of Mead- 
ville——and a Section of five miles adjoining to, and South of 
the Town of Waterford. 





Monday, September 18th 1820, 


A Commission was this day Signed by the Governor, and 
issued, authorising William Thompson and James McClean 
of Westmoreland County, and John Phillipee of Somerset 
County, to view and Examine a Section of five miles or more 
of the Somerset and Mount Pleasant Turnpike road, and with 
all convenient despatch to report to the Governor under their 
respective hands and Seals whether the Said Section of five 
miles of the Said Turnpike road has been made and Executed 
in a masterly and workmanlike manner agreeably to the true 
intent and meaning of the Act of the General Assembly of 
the Highteenth day of March 1816, which authorises the mak- 
ing of the Said Turnpike road. 

A Warrant was signed by the Governor authorising the State 
Treasurer to pay to Alexander Johnston, Junr, of the City 
of Pittsburgh, for the use of James Irwin, Forster Graham 
and Michael Carr, the Sum of two hundred and fifty dollars 
and fifty five Cents, the amount certified by the Accountant 
officers to be due to the before mentioned person, under the 
provisions of an Act of the General Assembly of the third 
day of March, 1818, for Carpenters work and labour, also 
Smiths work at the Penitentiary now building near the City 
of Pittsburg. 

Upon application of Mary Britton of the County of Phila- 
delphia, Widow of Salter Britton, deceased, the Governor this 
day remitted a fine of Highty dollars which was imposed 
upon the Said Salter Britton by a General Court Martial held 
in the Said County in the year 1815, for not performing his 
tour of Militia duty in the year 1814, when he was lawfully 
required so to do.

Upon application of Charles Jared Ingersoll, Esquire, At- 
torney of the United States for the district of Pennsylvania, 
John Christine of the City of Philadelphia was appointed and 
Commissioned by the Governor, Agent on the part of this 
State, to bring from the State of New Jersey, Samuel L.

Governor of the State of New Jersey, where the said persons 
are now resident, Shall cause them to be delivered up agree- 
ably to a requisition this day made by the Governor of this 
State for that purpose, to the Governor of the Said State of 
New Jersey. 

Thomas Forster, John Grubb and John Phillips, Esqr all 
of the County of Erie, were this day appointed by the Gover- 
nor, Commissioners, to view and examine the Second Section 
of five miles of the Susquehanna and Waterford Turnpike 
road South of the Town of Waterford and to report to the 
Governor in writing under their respective hands and Seals, 
whether or not, the Said Section has been made and perfected 
in a masterly and workmanlike manner according to the 
true intent and meaning of the Act of the General Assembly 
of the twenty Seventh day of February 1812, which authorises 
the making of the Said Turnpike road. 


A Similar Commission was at the Same time Signed by the

A license was this day Signed by the Governor authorising 
the President and Managers of the Huntingdon, Indiana and 
Cambria Turnpike road Company to erect such and so many 
gates and turnpikes upon and across thirteen miles one 
quarter and Seventy Hight perches of the Said Turnpike road 
as will be necessary and sufficient to collect the tolls and 
Duties granted to the said Company by the Acts of the 
General Assembly of the twenty-fourth day of March 1807, 
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the twentieth day of March 1810, and the twenty-Sixth day 
of February 1816, from all persons using the Said Section 
of the said road, with the Exceptions contained in the Said 
Acts; Joseph McCune, Samuel MeAnulty and William Clark, 
Commissioners appointed for the purpose, having reported 
to the Governor that the Said Section of road has been 
made and perfected agreeably to law :— 


The Governor at the Same time Subscribed in the name 
and for the use of the Commonwealth One hundred and 
thirty Seven Shares of the Stock of the said Company, under

scribed on the part of the State, for the Section of the Said 
road lying between the Town of Alexandria aforesaid and 
Millerstown in the County of Cumberland; and thereupon a 
warrant was Signed by the Governor, authorising the Treas- 
urer of the State to pay to the President and Managers of 
the Said Turnpike road Company the aforesaid Sum of Six 
thousand Hight hundred and fifty dollars being the amount 
of the States Subscription as aforesaid under the authority 
and in pursuance of the Acts of the General Assembly of the 
twenty fourth day of March 1812; the twenty-Sixth of Feb- 
ruary 1816, and the twenty Highth of March 1820, which 
Sum is now due to the Said Company on their having com- 
pleted a Section of thirteen miles one quarter and Seventy 
Hight perches being the completion of so much of the Said 
Turnpike road, as lies between the Town of Alexandria and 
the crossing of the Big Conemaugh River. 


The Governor this day Signed an order authorising and 
requiring John Ford, Armorer and Keeper of the State Ar- 
senal at Harrisburg, to deliver to the care and charge of 
Nathaniel W. Sample, Esquire, Inspector of the Second Bri- 
gade of the Fourth Division of Militia, composed of the County 
of Lancaster, Seventy-five Stands of muskets for the use of 
the Volunteers of his brigade, he giving duplicate receipts 
for the same, one of which to be transmitted to the Adjutant 
General.

And whereas, the reputation of the government, the 
peace and Security of its Citizens, and the obligations of 
Justice and humanity require, that the perpetrators of of- 
fenses so atrocious should be brought to Speedy and condign 
punishment; I have therefore thought proper to issue this

The Governor at the Same time remitted John Finney’s 
and John Neisley Junr fines of ninety Six dollars each, and 
Henry Zimmermans fine of twenty four dollars, which were 
imposed by a General Court Martial, held in the County of 
Dauphin in the year 1815, for not performing Militia duty 
in the year 1814, as aforesaid.

Tuesday, December 5th, 1820. 


Upon returns of their Election being made according to 
law, William Young and William Bean, the Candidates high- 
est in votes were appointed and Commissioned Coroners the 
former in and for the County of Franklin, and the latter in 
and for the County of Montgomery, whereupon James Young 
and David Rankin were accepted as sureties for William 
Young; and Isiah Wells and John Markley for William Bean, 
and their respective bonds and recognizances, being in due 
form, were approved by the Governor and filed. 
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The Governor this day mitigated and reduced the militia 
fines, imposed by a General Court Martial held in the year 
1815, upon the following persons in the County of Delaware, 
for not performing Militia duty when lawfully required so 
to do, in the year 1814, that is to say, John Sorrel’s fine 
from Seventy dollars to thirty-five, William Moore’s fine ot 
twenty-four dollars, and Robert Wrights fine of twenty dollars 
were remitted. 

Letters were received from Thomas Leiper, Paul Cox, 
Daniel Groves, Chandler Price, Pierce Crosby, Andrew Gil- 
kison, John Hamilton, James Kerr, William Mitchell, Daniel 
W. Dingman, Gabriel Hiester, Sent, John Tod, Philip Benner, 
James P. Sanderson, William Clingham, George Barnitz, 
James Giffen, John Miley, George Plumer, George Webb, 
Andrew Sulton, Joseph Huston, Hugh Davis, and Patrick 
Farrelly, notifying the Governor of their attendance at the 
Seat of Government, where they are ready to proceed to per- 
form their duties as Electors of a President and Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The bond of William Wilson as a Deputy Surveyor of 
Perry County, dated this day in three thousand dollars, with 
Francis Gibson and Samuel Stroop, as Sureties, was approved 
and filed.

Wednesday, December 6th, 1820. 


A joint Committee of the Senate and of the House of 
Representatives this day waited on the Governor, and in- 
formed him that the Legislature was not met, and ready to 
receive any communication that he might think it proper to 
make: Whereupon the Governor informed the Committee that 
he would make his general Communication to the Legislature, 
on the affairs of the Commonwealth by Message to morrow 
at twelve oClock. . 

In pursuance of the fourth Section of the Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of this Commonwealth passed the Second day 
of February 1802, the Governor this day informed both 
Houses of the Legislature by Message that the following 
named Gentlemen have given notice to him that they are at 
the Seat of Government and ready to perform the duties re- 
quired of them as Hlectors of a President and Vice President 
of the United States, that is to say: Thomas Leiper, Paul 
Cox, Daniel Groves, Chandler Price, Pierce Crosby, Andrew 
Gilkison, John Hamilton, James Kerr, William Mitchell, 
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Daniel W. Dingman, Gabriel Hiester Senr, John Tod, Philip 
Benner, James P. Sanderson, William Clinghan, George Barn- 
itz, James Giffen, John Miley, George Plumer, George Webb, 
Andrew Sutton, Joseph Huston, Hugh Davis and Patrick 
Farrelly, twenty four in number, but that the twenty fifth 
Elector Melchoir Rahm, is now deceased. 

The Silver Medal procured for Robert Eakin, residing in 
the County of Centre, was this day delivered to William 
Smith, Esquire, Member of the House of Representatives, 
under a power of Attorney dated the twenty-fifth day of 
November last, duly executed and acknowledged ;—to which 
Medal the said Robert Eakin is entitled under the provisions 
of an Act of the General Assembly of the thirty-first day of 
January 1814, for his Services as a private man on board 
Commodore Perry’s fleet, in September 1813. 





Thursday, December 7th, 1820. 


The Secretary of the Commonwealeth this day laid before 
the Senate and House of Representatives the different pro- 
posals of Sundry persons for Executing the printing of the 
two Houses. 

The resignation of Hugh Martin of his office of Justice of 
the peace for the district and township of Mount pleasant, 
in the County of Westmoreland, was received, and this day 
accepted by the Governor. 

A Message from the Governor to both Houses of the Legis- 
lature was this day presented by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, in the following words, that is to say: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania. 


Fellow Citizens, 


The Assemblage of Legislative bodies, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the people from all parts of the State, furnishes 
an interesting Commentary upon the theory and principles of 
republican governments; in which, by an equal representation 
of all the parts, the interests of the whole can Scarcely fail 
to be practically understood, faithfully promoted and per- 
fectly Secured. 

The Continuance of our civil and _ religious privileges 
unimpaired, together with the numberous blessings we enjoy, 
and especially the bountless rewards of the labour of the 
husbandman in the abundant harvests and fruits of the 
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Earth, and the Merciful preservation of our Metropolis from 
the Scourge of a threatened pestilence during the past Sea- 
son, demand our fervent gratitude and devout acknowledg- 
ments to the Supreme Author of all good. 


Pennsylvania has long been deservedly distinguished for 
her agricultural Skill and industry; and notwithstanding the 
many discouragements which prevail, the improvements in 
this invaluable pursuit are Supplying increased products from 
the Soil, that will be Substantial resources for comfort, Con- 
venience and profit, under every vicissitude of our Country ; 
and it is gratifying to observe, that the pecuniary Embarrass- 
ments which have been so generally felt throughout the 
State, are yielding to an invigorated industry and Exemplary 
economy, that must, if perserved in, eventually afford an 
essential relief. 


The limited demand for, and Consequent low prices of our 
agricultural products in foreign markets, cannot fail to sug- 
gest the necessity as well as the policy of promoting domestic 
manufactures, which if properly encouraged, would provide 
a Sufficient home market for all our Surplus Produce.— 
Whatever may be expected from Legislative Hnactments, 
whether by the national or State governments, in aid of 
domestic industry, not less is to be hoped from the influence 
of Examples that shall tend to eradicate the prejudices and 
unnatural predilections of those who prefer to Encourage the 
industry of Europe and Asia to that of our own Country. 


The wise and judicious policy of the general government 
in its vigorous and Successful Exertions to Extinguish the 
public debt, and to provide for the permanent defence of the 
Country, aS well as its firmness and moderation in our for- 
eign relations, have not only confirmed the high respect 
entertained for its character at home and abroad, but, it is 
trusted, have laid the foundations of a long and honorable 
peace. While the people of this nation shall by their public 
agents, thus persevere in providing for the publie Safety, in 
cultivating friendly relations with all the world upon the 
principles of moral justice, and in cherishing a patriotic re- 
gard for national, in preference to local or partial interests, 
the United States must continue to advance to that high 
prosperity and permanent Security, for which they appear to 
have been destined by the Supreme Ruler of the universe. 

The various duties which devolved upon the Executive De- 
partment during the recess, have been Wither executed or 
are in progress of fulfillment. The Commissioners for the 
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Superintendance of the State Capitol have made a further 
contract, under the Act of last Session, for the erection of 
Stone columns, and Coppering parts of the roof; copies of 
which will be laid before you. The Capitol is in such for- 
wardness as to justify the expectation that it will be ready 
for the accommodation of the Legislature at their next Ses- 
sion; and with a view to that object, a further appropriation 
will be requisite to provide the necessary furniture. 


In the month of April last, I received notice that a general 
meeting of the Stockholders of the “Company for erecting a 
bridge over the Susquehanna river in the County of Lancas- 
ter at or near the Town of Columbia,” had been called for the 
purpose of enquiring into some supposed mismanagement of 
the board of directors. 

The Commonwealth having a considerable interest in the 
Stock of that Company, I appointed an Agent to represent it 
at the aforesaid Meeting of the Stockholders. A Copy of his 
report to me, herewith communicated, will show the propriety 
of a vigilant attention to the management of companies in 
whose Stock the Commonwealth holds, an interest. 


The Constitutional provision, directing that an enumeration 
of the taxable inhabitants of the State shall be made every 
Seven years, with a view to the apportionment of the Mem- 
bers of the Legislature in the Several Counties, will require 
a law to be passed at the present Session to carry it into 
effect. 


The Act to continue the District Court for the City and 
County of Philadelphia will expire by its own limitation on 
the 30th of March next. Unless it should be deemed adviseable 
to effect Such a revision of the Judiciary System; as to 
prevent the necessity of temporary expedients to remedy its 
defects, the mass of business in the Common pleas of that 
district, will probably require a continuance of this Court. 


It is now generally admitted, that the system of punishing 
criminals by Confinement at hard labour, as it has been es- 
tablished in Pennsylvania, having for its object their reforma- 
tion and consequent restoration to usefulness in Society, 
does not answer the humane purposes intended by its authors; 
and I would recommend to your attention a furthere Effort 
to remedy its defects. 

The State Penitentiary at Pittsburg is constructing upon 
a plan which contemplates the Separate and solitary confine- 
ment of 220 prisoners. But as it was necessary to provide 
for the confinement of a greater number; the same law which 
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directed its construction, authorised the Sale of the old prison 

of the City and County of Philadelphia, ‘and the appropria- 
tion of the proceeds to the erection of a prison in the vicinity 
of that City, similar to that proposed at Pittsburg. This part 
of the law has not been carried into effect; and I would 
recommend for your Consideration the propriety of making 
such a disposition of the new Philadelphia prison, which is 
considered as the exclusive property of the Commonwealth, 
as would adapt it to the plan of Solitary Confinement, and 
also to separate it from all connection with the prison of the 
City and County; as there can be no sufficient reason for con- 
necting the State prison with a local prison, when the funds 
are, or ought to be drawn from distinct sources, and the 
accounts kept entirely separate. 


The ardor and Zeal of our young men for improvements in 
military discipline, are evinced by numberous associations of 
volunteer Corps in various parts of the State: but our military 
System still labours under many and important defects, some 
of which may be seen by referring to the reports of the 
officers that have been from time to time Communicated to 
the Legislature. The System has, moreover, under the pres- 
ent law, Subjected the Commonwealth to a heavy annual 
Expense, without affording any adequate degree of force or 
efficiency ; which consideration alone is of sufficient importance 
to justify a review of its provisions. 


The Subject of interest improvement will necessarily again 
occupy the attention of the Legislature. My views on this 
important branch of our national economy, have been fully 
communicated in former messages; but I cannot forbear again 
to urge the importance of an effect to direct public attention 
to some leading objects of unquestionable usefulness, by 
means of a board of Commissioners, whose business it will be 
to ascertain facts for the information of the Legislature in 
their future undertakings. It is believed that such a meas- 
ure would ensure the accomplishment of the most valuable 
works, and at the same time, avoid an improvident disburse- 
ment of public money. 

The whole amount of money HExpended by the Common- 
wealth in public improvements for the last fifteen years, 
Exceeds $1,567,216. The number of miles of turnpike road 
ascertained on the 1st of December, 1818, was 980. Since 
that time 340 miles more have been made; making a total 
of 1320 miles of Stone and gravel turnpike road, that have 
been completed, and by far the greater part within the same 
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time, which at an average of $5,000 a mile, will have cost 
$6,600,000. Many important objects have been effected, and 
the agriculture and internal Commerce of State greatly pro- 
moted, by the enterprize of our Citizens, aided by the liberal- 
ity of the Commonwealth; but if the application of the 
public money had been more generally confined, in the first 
instance, to the improvement of leading channels of Com- 
munication, there cannot be a doubt, but that the benefits 
arising from the disbursements would have been more Sen- 
sibly realized, and the eventual opening of the tributary 
channels more easily and successfully accomplished. 


The Commonwealth possess a large interest in Several of 
the turnpike roads leading to its west and north-west borders, 
from which but a very inconsiderable revenue can be ex- 
pected for a number of years; and seeing the great importance 
of facilitating a cheap communication through the interior 
of the State, I would suggest for your consideration the pro- 
priety of effecting, by means of the State interest, such an 
arrangement with the companies interested in those roads, 
as would either make a permanent reduction of their tolls, 
or permit wheels of a certain width to pass toll free. Such 
a measure would not only be highly beneficial to the business 
of our Eastern and western Cities, but the intermediate 
Counties through which transporting teams must pass, would 
derive a full Share of the advantage. 


Considerable Sums of money have been expended from time 
to time, in the Endowment of Academies, from which the 
Community have not derived any adequate advantage. These 
Academies were originally chiefly intended as preparatory 
Schools for those who were designed for the higher branches 
of education; but no Condition for that purpose having been 
made in the laws granting the endowments, they have in 
many instances dwindled into primary Schools of the lowest 
order, and in some cases are totally Vacant. It but too 
frequently happens that those to whom the most liberal grants 
of public money are made, become the least inclined to 
Exercise of public Spirit; and hence the necessity of annex- 
ing such conditions to grants of money as will ensure the 
accomplishment of the views of the government in making 
them. 

There is no object more desirable in a republic, than a 
general diffusion of the means of Knowledge. Education not 
only enlarges the power of the human Capacity for the ac- 
complishment of whatever tends to advance the public wel- 
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fare, but it is the natural enemy of vice, and promoter of 
virtue. It moreover constitutes the only effectual protection 
against the deceptive arts and bold designs of the enemies of 
republican government. The promotion of so invaluable an 
object, cannot fail to receive a Share of Legislative attention. 


A diminution in various branches of the revenue which has 
arisen from the same causes that depress the business of in- 
dividuals will suggest the necessity of a careful attention to 
the financial concerns of this Commonwealth. 


The large appropriations of money for internal improve- 
ment and other purposes, made prior to the 30th of Novem- 
ber 1817, and unpaid on that day, amounting to $1,187,042.71, 
have made it necessary Since to resort to loans, to a limited 
Extent, to meet the demands upon the Treasury. The whole 
amount of debt on account of these loans on the 30th November 
last, including $150,000 borrowed in pursuance of Acts of the 
last Session was $430,000. During the same time there has 
been paid on account of appropriations made prior to the 
30th of November 1817, $755,001.19 which Exceeds the amount 
of the loans by $325,001.19; making an actual reduction 01 
the State debt, by that sum in three years, Exclusive of the 
payment of $76,091.88, toward the erection of the State Capitol, 
and $56,852.63 for the Pittsburg Penitentiary. 


It was probably Expected when these large appropriations 
were made, that the ordinary revenues of the Commonwealth 
would have been sufficient to meet them without resorting to 
loans. The very great and unexpected reduction of these 
revenues, has disappointed this Expectation; but as the 
Commonwealth has been enabled, even with its diminished 
income; to accomplish some important undertakings, and at 
the same time to effect a considerable reduction of the public 
debt, there is reaeson to believe, that with proper economy and 
management of the resources, its eredit may be fully sus- 
tained as heretofore. The object might be somewhat aidea 
by a prudent retrenchment of the Expenditures in the Civil, 
as well as the military department of the government, 


A revision of the laws establishing the fee bills, is also 
worthy of legislative attention. And as the rate of Com- 
pensation to public officers ought to be regulated by the de- 
gree of responsibility attached to them, together with, the 
Expense of Subsistence, there will be, with these guides, but 
little difficulty in fixing upon a Standard that shall neither 
be so high as to offer temptations to avarice, nor so low as 
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to Exclude all but the rich from any participation in public 
affairs. 

The balanace in the Treasury on the 30th of November, 
was $27,369.90; which, together with the ordinary revenue 
and a loan of $50,000 negotiated since the annual account 
was made up will be considerably more than Sufficient to 
meet the ordinary Expenses of the Ensuing year. 


It is ascertained that nearly the whole of the appropria- 
tion for the Pittsburg prison has been expended; and the 
report of the Commissioners herewith transmitted, exhibits 
an estimate of the probable expense of completing that part 
of the work which has been commenced. 


The balance of the claims of the Commonwealth on the 
United States for militia expenses during the late war, and 
an old claim growing out of the western expedition in 1794, 
which by the assiduous attention of the Auditor General, are 
now in a course of examination at the war department, and 
as appears by his report to me (a copy of which is herewith 
transmitted will probably be finally liquidated in a short 
time, together with the remainder of the loan authorised by 
the Act of 28th March, 1820, will constitute a surplus fund, 
applicable to Existing engagements under Special appropria- 
tions, for which some further provisions will still be neces- 
sary: and should it be determined to exentend the sytsem 
heretofore pursued in relation to internal improvements, by 
any considerable appropriations of money, it will be indis- 
pensable to provide further revenues to maintain the Credit 
of the Commonwealth, and meet its engagements with punc- 
tuality and good faith. 


A regard for the public, rather than individual and local 
interests will always be found the most unerring guide by 
which to direct the course of those who are entrusted with 
public affairs: and, although about to retire from the highly 
responsible Station to which I had been called by the Suf- 
frages of my fellow Citizens and probably to take a final 
leave of the cares of public life, I can never cease to cherish 
that ardent desire for the welfare of my native State, which 
I trust has actuated my conduct through a long course of 
public Service. There is a gratification in a conscious love 
of Country, and unceasing solicitude for its interests, which 
no circumstances can destroy. My public life has no doubt 
been clouded by many errors of the judgment; but in re- 
viewing the numerous intrinsic difficulties which pertain to 
the exercise of an Extensive patronage, and especially when 
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an inordinate avidity for power and emolument were so 
prevalent, I shall always regard it as a source of high 
satisfaction, that every attempt on the part of ambitious 
individuals, or secret associations, to exercise and unconsti- 
tutional control over the Executive authority of the Common- 
wealth, has been Successfully resisted, during the period those 
functions have been entrusted to my Care. No one can be 
more Sensible than I am of the duty of every Citizen to 
submit to the public will, as ascertained according to the 
forms of constitutional law; and being supported by the silent 
voice of an approving Conscience, I shall retire from the 
arduous cares of public Service, perceiving but little to regret 
upon a review of the past, and not more to apprehend from 
the just decision of posterity. 

I conclude, fellow Citizens, with humbly beseeching the God 
of Nations that he will continue to bless our Country, and 
maintain to the latest posterity the principles and institutions 
of its governments; and that he may in an especial manner, 
guide, direct and prosper the destinies of this my native 
State.

Friday, December 8th, 1820. 


The Governor this day appointed and commissioned the 
following named persons to the offices annexed to their names 
respectively, that is to say; 

Daniel Jayne to be a justice of the peace tet the district 
numbered three, composed of the Townships of Upper Smith- 
field and Lackawaxen, in the County of Pike. 
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Isaac Dimmick, to be a Justice of the peace for the district 
numbered one, formerly the district No. 4, composed of the 
Township of Palmyra, and part of the Townships of Dyberry, 
in the County of Wayne: And,— 


Frederick E. Smith and John Troxell as Justices of the 
peace, in and for the district number three, composed of the 
Townships of Montgomery, and Warren, including Mercers- 
burg, in the County of Franklin, 


Andrew Christy, James Gault and David Courtney, Esquires, 
Commissioners to view and examine five miles and three 
quarters of the Mercer and Meadville Turnpike road, com- 
mencing at and proceeding Southward from the Town of 
Meadville, in the County of Crawford and with all conven- 
ient despatch tq report to the Governor whether or not the 
Said Section of five miles and three quarters of the Said 
Turnpike road, has been made and Executed on a complete 
and workmanlike manner agreeably to the true intent and 
meaning of the Act of the General Assembly of the twenty- 
fourth day of March 1817, which authorises the making of the 
Said Turnpike Road. 


A warrant was this day Signed by the Governor authoris- 
ing the State Treasurer to pay to Peter Miercken, Esquire, 
President of the Board of Inspectors of the prison of the 
City and County of Philadelphia, or to his order Six thou- 
sand five hundred and Six dollars and Eighty two cents out 
of any unappropriated money in the Treasury, agreeably to 
the provisions of an Act of the General Assembly passed the 
thirty-first day of March 1812; the Said Sum to be applied 
by the Said Board in completing the new prison in the Said 
City and County of Philadelphia, and in the payment of debts 
incurred in building the Same according to the true intent 
and meaning of the Said Act of the General Assembly, and 
for which the Said Board of Inspectors is to be accountable. 

A letter was written by the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
to the Speaker of the Senate, informing that body in obedi- 
ence to their resolution of the Seventh instant, that 400 
copies of the German Journal of the Senate were delivered 
on the ninth day of June last, a few days after the Waggon 
had started which took the pamphlet laws, journals &ca. to 
the Counties of Erie, Crawford, Warren, Venango, Mercer, 
Butler, Beaver, Allegheny, Greene, Washington, Fayette, West- 
moreland, Armstrong, Indiana and Somerset, consequently no 
German Journals of the Senate, were sent to those Counties; 
but, as the other wagons had not started when Mr. Hutter 
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Journal arrived, the usual quotas amounting to 296 copies, 
were sent to the remaining Counties—leaving on hand 104 
copies of the Said journal not distributed. 





Saturday, December 9th, 1820. 


The Several fines which were imposed upon the following 
named persons as hereafter mentioned were this day remitted 
by the Governor, that is to say; the fine of twenty dollars 
upon George Gerhardt for an Assault and Battery in the 
County of Northumberland, at a Court of General Quarter 
Sessions of the peace, held the 22nd of November 1820:— 
The fine of three hundred and fifty dollars upon William A. 
Simpson for an Assault and battery of which he was con- 
victed at a Court of General quarter Sessions or Mayors 
Court, held‘ in the City of Pittsburg, in and for the County 
of Allegheny on the twenty-fifth day of April 1820. And the 
fine of thirty dollars which was imposed upon Thomas Nusum, 
of the County of Delaware, by a General Court Martiel held 
in the year 1815, for not performing his tour of Militia duty 
in the year 1814. 

A warrant was Signed by the Governor, authorising the 
State Treasurer to pay to Stephen Hills the Contractor for 
building the State Capitol authorised by the certain Acts of 
the General Assembly of the twenty-ninth day of January, 
1819, and the twenty-Eighth day of March last, the Sum of 
ten thousand dollars, out of the monies appropriated by the 
first mentioned Act of Assembly, and payable between the first 
day; of December 1820, and the first day of December 1821, 
for which sum the Said Contractor is to be accountable. 





Monday, December 11th, 1820. 


Pardons were this day granted by the Governor of George 
Ludwick, and Robert Goudy, the former convicted of Man- 
slaughter, and Sentenced by the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
and General Jail Delivery held the Second day of August 
1819, in the County of Cumberland, to undergo three years 
Servitude at hard labour, &ca. and the latter of Larceny, and 
Sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
County of Allegheny, on the fifth day of May 1820, to undergo 
four years Servitude at hard labour and fined Six cents, with 
costs, &ca. 
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The resignation of John Bolender of his office of Associate 
Judge of the Court of Common pleas of the County of Union, 
was received and this day accepted by the Governor; and 
thereupon Adam Light was appointed and Commissioned by 
the Governor to be an Associate Judge of the Said Court, in, 
and for the Said County to fill the vacancy aforesaid. 


David T. Strorm and Samuel Nelson, were at the same time 
appointed and Commissioned by the Governor to be Justices 
of the peace the former for the district numbered two, com- 
posed of the Townships of Heidelberg and Manheim, in the 
County of York, including the Borough of Hanover; and the 
latter for the District numbered four, composed of the Town- 
ships of Chanceford and Lower Chanceford, in the Said 
County. 


Agreeably to the Act of the General Assembly in such 
case made and provided, the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
this day laid before the two Houses of the Legislature the 
case of complaint against David Montgomery, Esqr, a Justice 
of the peace in Lancaster County; the depositions, inter- 
rogatories and cross examination having been taken before 
Thomas Clark, Esquire, in Associate Judge of the Court of 
Common pleas of the said County. 


Tuesday, December 12th, 1820. 


The bond of Hugh Hamilton and Hugh Mcellvain as printers 
of the Journal of the House of Representatives in the Sum 
of One thousand dollars dated this day with James Mont- 
gomery and George Beatty as Sureties; was this day Exe- 
cuted and filed in the Secretarys office. 


Agreeably to the Act of the General Assembly, in such case 
made and provided, the Secretary of the Commonwealth this 
day laid before the two Houses of the Legislature, the case 
of a Complaint against Alexander Wallace Esqr, a Justice 
of the peace for the County of York, the depositions, inter- 
rogatories and cross Hxaminations in which case having been 
taken before George Barnitz, Esquire, an Associate Judge of 
the Court of Common pleas of the Said County.

The distinguished mark of Confidence with which I have 
peen honored, in being called by the public voice to perform 
the functions of the Executive Department of this State, 
demands my warmest acknowledgments, The opportunity now 
presented is embraced to express to you, and through you, to 
the freemen of this Commonwealth, the lively Sense of 
gratitude with which the public Suffrage in my favor has 
filled me. My conduct in that Station in which the people 
have been pleased to place me, contrary to my own inclina- 
tion, and judgment, shall, I hope, prove the Sincerity of the 
gratitude expressed. 

The solemn pledge which I have just given to perform the 
duties of my office with fidelity, impresses me with a deep 
sense of their importance, and I have reason to implore the 
assistance of Divine Providence, in the arduous task I have 
undertaken. 

The many difficulties which a chief magistrate of this 
State has to encounter, encreased probably at this time, be- 
yond what they have been heretofore, and the great re- 
sponsibility attached to his office, render me seriously ap- 
prehensive, that my best efforts will be inadequate to give 
satisfaction, even to the disinterested and patriotic part of 
the Community. But I trust if any errors shall be com- 
mitted, they will not be chargeable to intention; they will 
owe their origin to the imperfection of our nature and the 
narrow limits of human foresight; they will not proceed 
from a wilful neglect of duty on my part, nor from any 
want of devotion to the best interests of our beloved Country. 


os 
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Such errors I may justly hope, will meet with indulgence 
from an enlightened and liberal people. Where censure shall 
upon a full and impartial view of matters be merited, let it 
not be withheld. It is the duty of freemen to examine 
closely into the Conduct of those to whom they have dele- 
gated their power or the guardianship of their rights and 
interests, to censure the abuse of the one, or the neglect and 
mismanagement of the other. 


In approaching the Station to which I have been called, 
with a due Sense of its difficulty and responsibility, I pledge 
myself to pursue with sincerity and diligence that course which 
my best judgment shall direct to promote the public happi- 
ness, and believing that to cherish and strengthen an at- 
tachment to free government, to soften the rancor and allay 
the prejudices of party spirit, to unite the mass of the 
people as one republican family, will be among the means 
of encreasing the comforts of social life. I shall direct all 
my efforts to accomplish those purposes, Considering my- 
self elected by the people of this Commonwealth and not by 
any particular denomination of persons, I shall Endeavour to 
deserve the name of Chief Magistrate of Pennsylvania, and 
to avoid the disgraceful appellation of Governor of a party. 
In appointments to office it will be my Endeavor to select with- 
out distinction of party, such, as I shall believe to be the 
most honest and capable; and if I shall be successful in this 
respect, I trust that with the assistance of your wisdom and 
patriotic endeavors in matters of legislation, the prosperity 
of the Commonwealth may be promoted, its relations with 
the general government honorably upheld, and all its lawful 
rights maintained. 


In deliberating upon the concerns of the Commonwealth, 
gentlemen of the Senate and House Representatives, you will 
find one of the most prominent topics to be the Stagnation 
of trade and business of every description, the almost total 
annihilation of confidence between man and man, and the 
distress of many individuals of the Community. If any thing 
could be done to encourage and revive the activity of our 
citizens; if any means could be devised to restore confidence 
and to prevent the Sacrifice of property, with due attention to 
the rights of all parties, I should most heartily concur in any 
measures calculated to attain those desirable ends. Permit me 
to suggest to you, whether it would not be possible to devise 
some method of reducing the enormous power and patronage 
of the Governor, without impairing the other general features 
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of our present Excellent Constitution; whether the annual 
Sessions of our Legislature might not be shortened without 
detriment to the public good; whether a reduction of Salaries, 
of fees of office and compensation for public Services, ought 
not at this time to take place, to correspond in some degree 
with the reduced prices of agricultural produce. It also de- 
Serves serious consideration whether public improvements 
might not at this time be advantageously made; and do- 
mestic manufactures encouraged with success. Above all it 
appears an imperative duty to introduce and support a liberal 
System of Education connected with some general religious 
instruction. ‘These are matters which will certainly engage 
your attention, and will probably be objects of your delibera- 
tions, and if any adequate measures shall be proposed, it 
would give me great pleasure to be instrumental in their 
promotion. 


Let us, fellow Citizens, every one in his Station (for we 
are all Members of one family by whatever name we may 
be designated) unite in earnestly laboring to promote the 
common good, and that Providence, which has heretofore 
granted us abundant blessing, will, I humbly trust, continue 
them, and so crown our labors, that our posterity, in the 
enjoyment of every desirable civil and religious privilege, 
may bless our memory when we are moulding in the dust 
with those whose toil and blood achieved our liberties,

The Governor then retired accompanied by the said Com- 
mittee. 


Agreeably to the provisions of the fifteen Section of the 
Second article of the Constitution of this Commonwealth, the 
Governor appointed Andrew Gregg Esquire, of the County of 
Centre, Secretary of the Commonwealth, and he was com- 
missioned accordingly. A Commission of Dedimus potestatem, 
was then Signed by the Governor authorising the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth to administer oaths of office in certain 
cases. 


A Commission was this day signed by the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth appointed James Trimble, deputy Secretary 
of the Commonwealth under the authority of an Act of the 
General Assembly passed the twelfth day of March, in the 
year one thousand Seven hundred and ninety one, entitled, 
“An Act to enjoin certain duties on the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, and for other purposes ;” which appointment 
received the approbation of the Governor. A Commission of 
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dedimus potestatem was then Signed by the Governor and 
attested by the Secretary of the Commonwealth authorising 
and empowering the said James Trimble to administer oaths 
or affirmations of office in certain cases. 

A Proclamation confirming and continuing all appointments 
made and all Commissions heretofore lawfully issued, for 
the term of ninety days from this date, unless, the said ap- 
pointments and commissions shall be sooner superseded and 
annulled, was then signed by the Governor and attested by 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth in the following words, 
to wit :—

of both houses of the Legislature, conformably to the Con- 
stitution of the Said Commonwealth; and that upon count- 
ing the votes, by a teller appointed from each house, it ap- 
peared that Joseph Hiester had a majority of votes: Where- 
upon, the said Joseph Hiester was declared to be duly elected 
Governor of the said Commonwealth, and having first taken 
the oaths of office, was accordingly, on this nineteenth day 
of December, proclaimed Governor thereof. 

Now, in pursuance of the power and trust to the Governor 
of this Commonwealth, by the Constitution and laws granted 
and confided, and for preventing all failures in the administra- 
tion of justice, I, the said Joseph Hiester, have deemed it 
expedient to issue this Proclamation, hereby confirming and 
continuing all appointments made, and all commissions here- 
tofore lawfully issued, for the term of Ninety days from the 
date of these presents, unless the said appointments and Com- 
missions shall be sooner superseded and annulled. 

And I do further direct and enjoin, all public officers en- 
gaged in the Several departments of the government, to pro- 
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ceed with diligence and fidelity in the performance and execu- 
tion of their respective Stations, so as most effectually to 
promote and secure the interest, peace, and safely of the 
Commonwealth.

The Governor by Message informed the two Houses of 
Legislature of the appointment of Andrew Gregg, Esquire, 
as Secretary of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, under 
the authority of the fifteenth Section of the Second Article 
of the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

Thomas Elder was this day appointed and commissioned 
by the Governor to be Attorney General of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. 

Information was this day given to the Governor by Joseph 
Detweiler of Montgomery County, of an escheat of certain 
real estate, in the said County happening by the death of a 
certain Mingo Wolved, intestate, and without heirs or known 
kindred to inherit;—and the same was filed. 





Thursday, December 21st, 1820. 


The oaths to support the Constitution of the United States, 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and 
to Execute and perform the duties of the office of Attorney 
General of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, to the best 
of his judgment and according to law, were this day ad- 
ministered in due form to Thomas Elder, Esquire, by Andrew 
Gregg, Esquire, Secretary of the Commonwealth. 

Hamilton Humes, Roland Curtin and Joseph M. Fox of 
the County of Centre was appointed by the Governor, Com- 
missioners to view and Examine two Sections of five miles 
each of the Philipsburg and Susquehanna Turnpike road, 
and to report to the Governor, with all convenient despatch, 
whether or not the said two Sections have been made and 
perfected in a complete and workmanlike manner agreeably 
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to the true intent and meaning of the Act of the General 
Assembly of the twenty-ninth day of March 1819, which 
authorises the making of the Said Turnpike Road. 


A warrant was Signed by the Governor authorising the 
State Treasurer to pay to the President and Managers of 
the New Alexandria and Conemaugh Turnpike road Com- 
pany, two thousand nine hundred and one dollars and thirty- 
two cents being a balance due of the States Subscription 
to the Stock of the said Company made by the late Governor 
under the authority of an Act of the General Assembly, 
passed the thirteenth day of March, one thousand Hight hun- 
dred and Sixteen, and now payable to the Said Company, 
they having completed and perfected the whole distance of 
the Said road according to the true intent and meaning of 
the Acts of the General Assembly which authorise the mak- 
ing of the Said road, as appears by the report of the Com- 
missioners appointed for the purpose of viewing the same 
on the twenty-Highth day of August last. 


The Governor this day approved and Signed an Act of the 
General Assembly Entitled, “An Act to change the name of 
Mary Josephine Sige to Mary Josephine Souiller,” and the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth returned the same to the 
House of Representatives, in which it originated. 


The bonds of William F. Bayers and John Wyeth, each in 
the Sum of one thousand dollars, dated this day, with their 
respective Sureties, the former as printer of the Journal of 
the Senate, in the English language, and the latter as printer 
of the Bills of the Senate, conditioned for faithfully per- 
forming the Said work, were received and filed. 

A charter was this day signed by the Governor, in-

Harrison by a General Court Martial held in Philadelphia in 
the year 1815, for neglecting to perform Militia duty in 1814, 
was this day remitted by the Governor. 





Saturday, December 23rd, 1820. 


The Governor this day approved and Signed an Act of the 
General Assembly, entitled “A Supplement to an Act entitled 
“An Act to raise and collect County rates and levies,” and 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth returned the same to 
the Senate where it originated. 

Under the authority contained in the twelfth Section of 
An Act of the General Assembly, passed the twenty-fourth 
day of March, one thousand Fight hundred and Seventeen, 
the Governor this day, in the name and for the use of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania Subscribed two hundred 
Shares of the Stock of the Belmont and Easton Turnpike 
Road Company at fifty dollars each, amounting to ten thou- 
sand dollars. 

Upon a report to the Governor from Silas Freeman,

Agreeably to the Act of the General Assembly, in such 
case made and provided, the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
this day laid before the two Houses of the Legislature the 
case of a complaint against William Tate, Esquire, a Justice 
of the peace in the County of Clearfield; the depositions in 
whose case having been taken before Charles Huston, Esquire, 
President and Judge of the Courts of Common pleas in and 
for the fourth Judicial district, composed of the Counties 
of Bedford, Huntingdon, Mifflin, Centre and Clearfield. 

At the same time, in obedience to a resolution of the 
Senate of the twenty-first day of the last month, the Secre-

The Governor this day mitigated and reduced the militia 
fines of Daniel Brubacker and John Tice of Lebanon County, 
which were imposed upon them respectively by General 
Courts martial held in 1815 for not performing militia duty 
in the year 1814, when lawfully required, that is to say: The 
fine of Daniel Brubacker from seventy five to forty dollars; 
and the fine of John Tice from sixty to thirty dollars. The 
balance of thirty dollars remaining unpaid of the fine of 
eighty dollars, which was imposed upon Christian Brubacker 
of Lebanon County, by the same General Court martial for 
like neglect to perform militia duty, was at the same time 
remitted by the Governor.

The opinion of the Attorney General, relative to the Lottery 
authorized by law for the benefit of the Universalists Church 
in the City of Philadelphia was this day received and filed, 
it was in the following words, that is to say: 

D. Sir, 

“T have examined the Act of Assembly with its supplements, 
on which the Governor requested my opinion—and in the 
first place say those acts should be construed strictly: 


“The object of the Act of 1808 was to raise $10,000 for the 
purposes, and in the manner in the law expressed; But from 
my view of it, one Lottery only, was intended by this act. The 
supplement to this act, which was passed the 28th of March 
1820, authorises as many Lotteries as may be necessary to 
raise the ten thousand dollars -—provided, that the amount 
of the Tickets which are authorised to be sold by virtue of 
those acts, (for I think the proviso operates on both) shall 
not exceed the sum of three hundred thousand dollars. 

I am of the opinion that both acts are to be taken together. 
That the said proviso was intended to limit the Commissioners 
in their sales of tickets on the authority of both laws and 
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that they cannot under both, legally sell to a greater amount 
than $300,000,

The militia fines that were imposed upon Henry Boozer and 
William Bishop in the year 1815, by a General Court Martial 
held in the County of Lebanon, upon their being charged and 
convicted of neglect of duty in not performing militia service 
in the year 1814, when lawfully required, were this day miti- 
gated and reduced by the Governor; to wit; the fine of 
Henry Boozer from ninety-six to forty dollars, and the fine 
of William Bishop from eighty to twenty dollars, if not al- 
ready paid. 


Friday, June 1st, 1821. 
Jesse James was this day appointed and commissioned by 
the Governor to be a Justice of the peace in and for the 
district numbered twelve, composed of the Townships of 

Honeybrook and West Nantmell in the County of Chester. 
Upon the notification, and request of the President and 
managers of the Pittsburg and New Alexandria Turnpike road 
company; the Governor this day appointed John Hamaker, 
Alexander Baxter and Alexander Johnston all of the County 
of Westmoreland, Commissioners to view and examine the 
fourth section of five miles of the said Turnpike Road; and 
William B. Foster, William Morrow and Joseph Welsh, of 
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the county of Allegheny, commissioners to view and examine 
the last section or residue of the said road; and the said 
commissioners were instructed, with all convenient despatch, 
to report to the Governor, under their respective hands and 
seals and on oath or affirmation, whether or not, the said 
fourth section, and the said last section or residue of the said 
Turnpike road, have been made and perfected in a complete 
and workmanlike manner, according to the true intent and 
meaning of the act of the General Assembly of the 13th day 
of March 1816, and the several acts of Assembly to which the 
same is a supplement, which authorize the making the said 
Turnpike road. 

The Governor this day mitigated the militia fine which was 
imposed by a General Court martial in 1815, upon John Coss 
of the County of Dauphin for neglecting to perform his tour 
of militia duty in the year 1814, and reduced the same from 
ninety six dollars to ten, if not already paid. 

The Governor at the same time remitted the fine of ten 
dollars, imposed upon William Burge, Junior, by the Court 
of General quarter Sessions of the peace of the County of 
Greene on the 218t day of March last, upon being severally 
convicted of an assault and battery, committed in the said 
Court. 


Saturday, June 2nd, 1821. 


Under the authority contained in the Sixty-ninth section 
of the act of Assembly for the improvement of the State, 
passed the twenty-sixth day of March last, the Governor this 
day subscribed in the name and for the use of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, six hundred shares of the stock 
of the Susquehanna and Waterford Turnpike Road Com- 
pany, at twenty-five dollars per share amounting to fifteen 
thousand dollars. 

A warrant was this day signed by the Governor, authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay to Stephen Hills contractor for 
building a State capitol, authorised by an act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the twenty seventh day of January 1819, 
and the supplements thereto, the sum of ten thousand dollars 
out of the instalment made payable to him by the said acts 
between the first day of December, 1820, and the first day 
of December 1821, for which sum the said contractor is to be 
accountable. 

Andrew B, Rankin and Philip Wohlfart were this day ap- 
pointed and commissioned by the Governor to be Justices 
of the peace the former for the district numbered four com- 
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posed of the Township of Antrim, including the Borough of 
Green Castle in the County of Franklin; and the latter for 
the district numbered one, composed of the Township of 
Haines, Miles and Logan, (including that part of Sugar 
Valley that in Centre County) in and for the County of 
Centre. 

The Governor this day mitigated and reduced the militia 
fines imposed upon the following named persons by General 
Courts Martial held in the year 1815, in the Counties of 
Dauphin and Lebanon, for not performing militia duty in 
the year 1814, as follows, Vizt. The fine of Henry Coss of 
Dauphin County from ninety-six dollars to twenty-five: The 
fine of Jacob Thomas of Lebanon County from forty-eight 
dollars to twenty; and the fine of Jacob Walbron of the 
same county from sixty dollars to ten. 

The militia fine of forty dollars, imposed in like manner 
and for like neglect of duty, upon John Zeller of Dauphin 
County, was at the same time remitted by the Governor. 

A letter was written to Mayor Daniel Sharp, in answer 
to his letter, informing him that the Brigade Inspectors are 
to proceed in the discharge of their official duties until those 
elected under the present law are commissioned. 





Monday, June 4th, 1821. 


The Governor this day appointed and commissioned the 
following named persons to the offices annexed to their names 
respectively, that is to say: 

Ezekiel Cherington and John Mason to be Justices of the 
peace in and for the County of Lebanon, the former for the 
district numbered two, composed of the Township of Heidle- 
berg, including the Township of Jackson and the latter for 
the district numbered five, composed of the Townships of 
Ann Ville and Londonderry. 

James McClellan to be a Justice of the peace, in and for 
the district numbered two composed of the Townships of

Bartholomew Graves, George Riter and Thomas Passmore, 
to be auctioneers within the limits aforesaid, and under the 
provisions of the same Act of Assembly expressly, solely and 
exclusively to sell horses, cattle and carriages at public auc- 
tion: All the before named auctioneers having severally en- 
tered into bonds, with sufficient sureties, and made the pay- 
ments into the state treasury which the said Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, requires. 

In pursuance of the provisions and authority contained in 
the twenty-eighth section of an Act of General Assembly, en- 
titled “An Act for the improvement of the state,” passed the 
twenty-sixth day of March last, the Governor this day sub-

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The Governor this day granted a pardon to Marcus Vander- 
slice who was convicted of Adultery and Assault and Battery, 
upon two indictments, and was sentenced by the Mayors 
Court of Philadelphia on the 1st of January, 1821, to undergo 
imprisonment at hard labour in the Penitentiary of Philadel- 
phia, for the term of one year and nine months, and pay two 
several fines to public use of fifty pounds and the other of 
fifty dollars, with costs of prosecution, &c®. 

The militia fine of seventy five dollars, which was reduced 
by the late Governor to forty dollars in favor of Peter Bru- 
backer of Lebanon County, was this day reduced to fifteen ; 
and the balance of twenty-two dollars, remaining unpaid of 
the fine imposed upon John Snavaly of the same County, 
amounting to seventy dollars, of which he had formerly paid 
forty-eight dollars, was this day remitted by the Governor. 

A letter was written by the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth to Thomas F. Gordon, of Philadelphia, requesting him 
to procure from the Commissioners of the Universalist Church 
Lottery in Philadelphia, and forward for the information of 
the Governor a Statement, certified by them of the amount 
of money actually received, and the net proceeds of the Lot- 
tery as far as it has progressed. 





Wednesday, June 6th, 1821. 


Under the authority contained in the fifteenth section of the 
Act of the General Assembly for the improvement of the State 
passed the twenty-sixth day of March last the Governor this 
day subscribed in the name and for the use of the Common- 
wealth five hundred shares of the stock of the Perkiomen 
and Reading Turnpike Road Company at fifty dollars a share 
amounting in the whole to twenty five thousand dollars, for 
which sum the Governor drew his warrant on the State Treas- 
urer payable to the President and Managers of the said Turn- 
pike road Company, in full payment for the said five hundred 
shares of stock belonging to the State.

Friday, June 15th, 1821. 


Warrants were this day drawn and signed by the Governor 
authorising the State Treasurer to pay the following men- 
tioned sums under the authority of the Act of the General 
Assembly, entitled “An Act for the improvement of the State,” 
passed the 26th day of March last, appropriated for the pur- 
poses therein expressed. 

To the President and Managers of the Robbstown and Mount 
Pleasant Turnpike road Company, three thousand three hun- 
dred and thirty-three dollars and thirty three cents as pay- 
ment to the said Company of the third part of the sum of ten 
thousand dollars, which the Governor this day subscribed in 
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the name and for the use of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania to the Stock of the said Company agreeably to the 
twenty-fifth section of the said Act: the said company having 
completed five miles of the said road. 

To the President and Managers of the Dowingstown, Eph- 
rata and Harrisburg Turnpike road company fifteen thousand 
dollars, being payment to the said Company for one hundred 
and fifty shares of its stock which was this day subscribed 
by the Governor in the name and for the use aforesaid agree- 
ably to the fifty fifth section of the said Act.

John Ashmead was this day appointed and commissioned 
by the Governor an auctioneer expressly, solely and exclu- 
sively to sell Horses, cattle and carriages at public auction, 
at all and every place or places within two miles of the State 
House in the City of Philadelphia, according to the true in- 
tent and meaning of an Act of the General Assembly, passed 
the second day of April last entitled “A supplement to the 
several Acts of the General Assembly respecting Auctions and 
auctioneers, he having made the payment into the State 
Treasury, and given the bond with sureties which the said 
Act of General Assembly requires. 

The following warrants were drawn and signed by the Gov- 
ernor, authorising the State Treasurer to pay to the following 
named persons the sums of money set opposite to their names 
respectively, for the uses therein mentioned, that is to say: 

In favor of the President and Managers of the Pennsylvania 
Institution for the deaf and dumb, eight thousand dollars the 
sum granted by an Act of the General Assembly passed the 
eighth day of February last, in aid of the funds of said in- 
stitution.

panies the number of shares to each as hereafter mentioned 
that is to say: 

To the stock of the Chambersburg and Bedford Turnpike 
road Company five hundred and fifty shares, at fifty dollars 
a share amounting to twenty-seven thousand five hundred dol- 
lars: And to the stock of the Mount Pleasant and Somerset 
Turnpike road Company two hundred and fifty shares at fifty 
dollars a share amounting to twelve thousand five hundred 
dollars. And thereupon warrants were drawn and signed by 
the Governor authorising the State Treasurer to pay to the 
President and managers of the Chambersburg and Bedford 
Turnpike road Company the sum of twenty-seven thousand 
five hundred dollars in full payment for the said five hundred 
and fifty shares belonging to the State: And to the President 
and Managers of the Mount Pleasant and Somerset Turnpike 
road Company the sum of four thousand one hundred and 
sixty-six dollars and sixty-six cents and one third, being pay- 
ment to the said Company of one third part of the sum of 
twelve thousand five hundred dollars, subscribed as aforesaid 
for the said two hundred and fifty shares of stock belonging 
to the State. 

The Governor this day mitigated and reduced the militia 
fines which were imposed by a General Court martial in the 
year 1815, upon the following named persons for neglecting 
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to perform militia duty in the year 1814, when lawfully re- 
quired so to do, that is to say: The fine of Peter Beinhauer 
of Dauphin County from ninety six dollars to forty; the fine of 
Jacob Hummel of the same County from ninety six dollars 
to forty; and the fine of thirty-two dollars imposed upon 
Jacob Borkey, and that of twenty four dollars imposed upon 
Adam, Swanger both of Lebanon County to the sum of fifty 
dollars each. 


An authentic copy of a preamble containing sundry state- 
ments, with a resolution predicated thereon, passed by the 
Legislature of this State, at its last session, relative to the 
obstructions to navigation in certain streams running into 
the state of New-York, was this day enclosed to His Excel- 
lenecy the Governor of the state aforesaid, in a letter from 
the Governor of this State, on the subject of the grievances 
therein stated, by which the Governor of the said State of 
New York will readily perceive the propriety and importance 
of remedying the inconveniences complained of as far as his 
official authority will warrant an interference on his part— 
It being essential to the comfort, as well as the interest of 
the inhabitants of both states on these waters that mutual 
convenience should be consulted, and local jealousies kept 
down. Which preamble and resolution were as follow, Vizt. 


“Resolution relative to the obstructions in certain streams, 
running into the State of New-York.” 


“Whereas, it is represented to the Legislature, by petitions 
from a number of the inhabitants of the counties of McKean 
and Potter, that they labour under great inconvenience and 
difficulty, on account of certain obstructions put by some of 
the inhabitants of the State of New York into the navigable 
streams running out of these counties, into the said State, 
which are as follows, Vizt. 


First—A mill-dam six feet high across the Allegheny river, 
built and kept up by William Pinkerton and Jacob Downing, 
about one mile and a half below the state line at a place 
where the waters, owing to its sluggish nature, is backed 
upwards of twelve miles and overflows a considerable quantity 
of land, so as to endanger very seriously the health and 
comfort of those who reside on the banks of the river, and 
wholly to impede the passage of rafts and boats, except in very 
high floods. 

“Second. A mill dam across the same river, about six 
miles below the state line, built two years ago by Allen 
Rice, and from which considerable injury has been sus- 
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tained by the inhabitants living above the same, as well as 
by emigrants passing down the river. 


“Third. A mill dam across the Oswego creek, near its 
mouth, kept up by Elias Williams, which entirely obstructs 
all navigation except the passage downwards in high floods, 
and is frequently the occasion of great detention and in- 
jury. 

“Rourth. Another mill dam across the same creek, kept 
up by William Pinkerton, William Kenard and Ezra Mead, 
at which great loss of time and property have frequently 
been sustained. 


“And Whereas there are small locks for the passage of 
small boats at two of these dams, yet from the badness of 
their construction and negligence of the owners, they answer, 
as the petitioners state, no very good purpose; for besides 
the obstructions which these dams occasion, they are all 
erected for the sole purpose, of sawing lumber, and the 
owners, by throwing slabs into the water, create drift wood 
and bars, and thereby greatly injure the navigation. 


“And Whereas the grievances complained of cannot be 
remedied by this legislature, recourse must be had to the 
legislature of New-York, in order to procure the redress 
prayed for: Therefore, 

“Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met, That the Governor be and he is hereby authorised 
and required to correspond with the Governor of the State 
of New York upon the subject of these grievances, and to re- 
quest him to take such measures as he may deem best cal- 
culated to give early and reasonable satisfaction to the 
aggrieved petitioners.

A letter was written by the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
to David Reynolds Esquire, President of the Millerstown and 
Lewistown Turnpike road company, relative to the place of 
beginning the contemplated wérk, and what portion of the 
road it will be necessary to finish in order to enable the 
company to obtain a license for erecting a toll gate, and also 
to receive the state subscription, and informing him that it 
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has been the practice to commence the roads at one, or 
both ends, and progress with them in continuation. 

A license to erect such and so many gates and turnpikes 
upon and across the first section of the Bedford and Somer- 
set Turnpike road, as will be necessary to collect the tolls 
and duties granted to the company for making the said turn- 
pike road by the act of the General Assembly of the eigh- 
teenth day of March 1816, was this day signed by the Gover- 
nor, and issued, upon the report of its completion according 
to law, being made Commissioners duly appointed to view 
and examine the same sections. 

A letter was written to William McClellan Brigade In- 
spector of the militia of Franklin County &c, returning to 
him some informal returns of the election of certain militia 
officers, and requesting that the same may be amended, so 
as to be in conformity with the 15t section of the present 
militia law, which requires a separate return for each officer, 
and that the returns be signed by the persons who make them, 
in their official capacity. 

Tuesday, June 19th, 1821. 

The Governor this day subscribed in the name and for 
the use of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania two hundred 
shares of the stock of the Robbstown and Mount pleasant 
Turnpike road company at fifty dollars a share, amounting 
to ten thousand dollars, which subscription is authorised by 
the twenty-fifth section of an act of the General Assembly, 
entitled, “An act for the improvement of the State,” passed 
the 26th day of March last, for part of which sum, to wit; 
three thousand three hundred and thirty-three cents, a war- 
rant was drawn and signed by the Governor on the fifteenth 
instant, in favor of the President and Managers of the said 
Turnpike road company. 

The Governor at the same time subscribed in the name 
and for the use of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, under 
the authority of the 64th section of the same act eighty shares 
of the stock of the Morgantown, Churchtown and Blue-ball 
Turnpike road company at fifty dollars each share, amounting 
in the whole to four thousand dollars; and thereupon a 
warrant was drawn and signed by the Governor for the 
said sum of four thousand dollars as payment in full on 
the part of the state for the said eighty shares of stock. 

The following warrants were also drawn and Signed by 
the Governor authorising the State Treasurer to pay the 
following sums, that is to say, to the commissioners of the 
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county of Beaver, one thousand five hundred dollars, to be 
laid out and judiciously expended by them in making the 
following improvements agreeably to the true intent and 
meaning of the seventeenth and seventieth sections of the 
improvement law, passed in the last session of Assembly, that 
is to say; five hundred dollars in improving the road called 
the narrows lying along the lower falls of Beaver River in 
Beaver County, and the sum of one thousand dollars in im- 
proving that part of the state road leading from the Borough 
of Beaver to the Borough of Mercer, which lies in the county 
of Beaver: 


And to John Forster of the Borough of Harrisburg for the 
use of William Robinson Junior, of the City of Pittsburg 
eleven hundred and sixty five dollars and forty-four and an 
half cents the amount certified by the accountant officers 
to be due under the provisions of an Act of the General 
Assembly of the third day of March one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighteen to the said William Robinson Junior, for 
furnishing grates for the State penitentiary near Pittsburg. 


A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to William 
Hamilton who was convicted of Robbery, and was sentenced 
by the Court of General J ail delivery and Oyer and Terminer 
held in the County of York, on the sixth day of August, 1818, 
to undergo eight years imprisonment at hard labour, and 
fined in the sum of one dollar, with costs of prosecution, &ca. 


The Governor at the same time mitigated, and reduced the 
militia fine which was imposed by a General Court Martial 
held in the County of Dauphin in 1815, upon a certain John 
Minnick for not performing militia duty in 1814 from 96 
to 35 dollars.

be conformed to the Governors view.

A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Mary 
Mathieu who was convicted of receiving stolen goods know- 
ing them to have been stolen, and sentenced by the Mayors 
Court of Philadelphia, on the twenty eighth day of December 
1820 on four indictments, to undergo two years imprisonment 
at hard labour, and fined four cents with costs of suit, &ca. 

The Governor at the same time remitted six dollars, heing 
a balance remaining unpaid of the militia fine of sixteen dol- 
lars, which was imposed by a General Court Martial in 
1815, upon John Smith of Lebanon County for not performing 
his tour of Militia duty in 1814. 
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Monday, June 25th, 1821. 


The Governor this day subscribed in the name and for 
the use of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania two hundred 
and forty shares of the Stock of the Pittsburg and Stubenville 
Turnpike road Company at fifty dollars a share, amounting 
to twelve thousand dollars, and thereupon a warrant was 
drawn and signed by the Governor for the sum of four 
thousand dollars, being one third of the said sum of twelve

The several militia fines imposed in like manner, and for 
like neglect of duty, were at the same time mitigated by 
the Governor, in favor of the following named persons, that

A warrant was this day signed by the Governor authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay to James Shattuck and John 
Brooks of Crawford County, and James Irwin of Warren 
County, two thousand dollars, being one half of four thou- 
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sand dollars appropriated by the twenty first section of an 
Act of the General Assembly, passed the twenty sixth day of 
March last, entitled “An Act for the improvement of the 
State,” and to be expended by the Commissioners in the fur- 
ther completing of the State road laid out from the north line 
of Pennsylvania in the County of Warren, to Meadville in the 
County of Crawford, erecting bridges, levelling banks and 
other necessary improvements dividing the said sum as equally 
between the Counties of Crawford and Warren, as in the 
opinion of the said Commissioners shall be most advisable.

Friday, August 24th, 1821. 

A pardon was granted by the Governor to John Smith who 
was convicted of Larceny, and sentenced by the Court of Gen- 
eral Quarter Sessions of the County of Lancaster, on the 20th 
of November, 1820, to undergo fifteen months servitude at 
hard labour and fined one dollar with costs of suit, &ca. 

The Governor this day appointed and commissioned the 
following named persons to the offices set opposite to their 
names respectively, that is to say: 

Chrisian H. Rauch and Joseph Nicholls to be Justices of 
the peace, the former for the district numbered eight, com- 
posed of the Townships of Warwick and Elizabeth in the 
County of Lancaster; and the latter for the district numbered 
two, composed of the Townships of Athens and Ulster and 
part of the Township of Ridgbury in the County of Brad- 
ford. 

Wiliiam Johnston was at the same time appointed and com- 
missioned by the Governor a Notary public, to reside in the 
County of Westmoreland; and whilst he resides in the said 
county, to hold the said office, during his good behaviour. 


A circular letter was written to the sheriffs of the several

Wednesday, October 10th, 1821. 


Three copies of the laws passed in the last session of the 
Legislature of this State were this day transmitted to the 
Governors of the several states in the Union, in compliance 
with the directions of an Act of the General Assembly in 
such case provided. 
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Thursday, October 11th, 1821. 


An instrument in writing was this day signed by the Gov-

The militia fine of seventy dollars which was imposed upon 
Henry Eby by a General Court martial held within the County 
of Lebanon, in 1815, for neglecting to perform militia duty in 
the year 1814, was this day mitigated by the Governor, and 
reduced to thirty five dollars if not already paid.

An opinion of the Attorney General relative to the taking

Dr Sir, 

It is true the Act of Assy, provides a form both for Bond 
and recognizance, but these do not depart materially from the 
forms; the forms are pursued substantially which in my 
opinion is sufficient. 


The erasures in the Penalty of the Coroner’s Bond «nd re- 
cognizances, raises I confess some difficulty in my mind; though 
every circumstance connected therewith forbids (I think) the 
suspicion that there has been either fraud or criminality in 
the act. 


There is a sound principle in law which applies with some 
force in this case;—It is this—“an erasure or interlineation 
in a Deed if made after its execution, will avoid it, though 
in an immaterial point; nor is it to be presumed to have 
been made before; the presumption is the contrary, until 
otherwise proved.” 

Now, adopting this principle in the present case, how would 
it be if this bond was sued out, and Debts., would plead non 
est factum?—They by producing this original would put the 
plffs, to the necessity of proving that the erasure wasemade 
previously to the execution of the Bond. Then suppose David 
Johnston, dead, the plffs remedy on the Bond would be gone. 
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With me it is twenty to one & more that no misfortune may 

ever occur in this case, yet it is possible that the very case 

may so happen.

A message from the Governor on the affairs of the Con:- 
monwealth generally, was this day presented to both Houses 
of the Legislature by the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
and was as follows, to wit; 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania. 
Fellow Citizens, 


The period having arrived, designated by the Constitution, 
for the annual assemblage of the representatives of the people, 
to deliberate on the concerns of the Commonwealth, and per- 
form the sovereign functions of legislation, it is pleasing to 
indulge in the reflection, that it takes place under circum- 
stances which ought to inspire our hearts with gratitude for 
the past, and fill our minds with hopes for the future. 

The relationship in which we stand to the general govern- 
ment, and the deep interest we have in all its destinies, must 
lead us to view with a degree of pleasure, proportioned to 
the magnitude of the object, every measure that tends to pro- 
mote the general prosperity of the country. With peace 
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abroad and peace at home, resting perfectly secure in the 
enjoyment of their civil and religious, rights and privileges, 
under a government of their choice, the people of the United 
States exhibit an illustrious proof of the excellence of their 
constitution, which, while it secures their independence as a 
nation, guarantees a republican form of government to each 
of the states composing the Union. 


Restricting our views within the limits of Pennsylvania, we 
can also readily perceive abundant cause for mutual congratu- 
lation. A luxuriant harvest has filled the land with plenty. 
The metropolis of the state, and our cities and towns gener- 
ally, have escaped the ravages of pestilential disease; and 
although some districts have been partially afflicted with sick- 
ness, our grateful acknowledgements are due to the bountiful 
giver of all good, that its steps have not been marked with 
malignity or violence, and that health, the choicest of all 
earthly blessings, is now restored to the land. 


From the growing spirit of the manufacturing interest in 
our principal city and adjacent country, it appears from the 
best information I have received, that the employment af- 
forded by this branch of industry has had a sensible effect 
in decreasing the causes of! pauperism in that section of the 
State. The employment furnished to the labouring part of 
the community by the public improvements lately generally 
carried on, and which are still progressing, induces a belief 
that distress has also diminished in other districts. Want 
of employment produces habits of idleness, and idleness is 
often a fruitful source of vice; happily however for humanity, 
crimes have not been permitted to increase with our popula- 
tion. Information derived from correct sources establishes 
the fact, that prosecutions for public offences in the state 
collectively, are on the decline. While also the continued de- 
crease of suits affords farther evidence of the diminution 
of individual distress; the reduction of fees, formerly exacted 
by public officers, which bore so heavily on the poor and un- 
fortunate, the laudable retrenchments in the expenses of liv- 
ing, and the observance and practice of those wholesome 
lessons of economy, equally essential to public and private 
prosperity, will it is hoped have an influence in its alleviation. 
and gradual removal; and happy shall I be in the exercise 
of executive functions to co-operate in every measure con- 
sistent with the public good, which may tend still farther to 
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Among the first duties which call for legislative attention, 
none is of more importance than the election of a Senator 
to represent the Commonwealth in the Senate of the United 
States. The term of service of one of our Senators having 
expired on the 4th of March last, the public interest requires 
that the vacancy be supplied with the least possible delay. 

The various constitutional duties devolving on the executive, 
with those also prescribed by Acts of the legislature, have 
received that due and prompt attention which their impor- 
tance demanded. The extensive calls for money, to which it 
was known the treasury would be subject, towards the con- 
clusion of the last session, rendered it necessary to apply for 
a loan of $50,000, being the balance of a loan of $150,000, 
authorised by an act passed on the 28th of March, 1820. The 
money was obtained from, the Bank of Philadelphia, agreeably 
to the terms specified in the law. 

Under two acts of the last session, commissioners were 
appointed to review, and either approve the one already 
chosen, or to select a new scite for the seat of justice in 
Perry county, and to view and lay out a road from Berrys- 
burg, in Dauphin County, through Gratztown, to Reading. 
That service has been performed, and the reports of the Com- 
missioners in both cases are filed in the office of the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, agreeably to law. 

In compliance with the directions of a resolution passed 
on the 24 day of April last, I addressed a letter to the Gover- 
nor of the State of New-York, covering a copy of the resolu- 
tion and the preamable on which it was predicated. Copies 
of that letter and an answer to it by the Governor of New 
York, are herewith transmitted. 

A duty enjoined on the Executive by an act of the last 
session, requiring him to procure on loan the money neces- 
sary for the use of the Commonwealth, has been performed, 
and stock has issued for the amount, at an interest of five 
per cent. per annum, and reimbursable in twenty years from 
the first of June last——Nine hundred thousand dollars of this 
loan was obtained from three of the old city banks, in whose 
capital stock the state has an interest of two million, one 
hundred and eight thousand seven hundred dollars, and the 
remaining hundred thousand dollars was subscribed by the 
Bank of North America. 

Among the disbursements of public money for public im- 
provements authorised by acts of the Legislature of the last 
and former sessions $577,259.29, exclusive of the appropria- 
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tions for the State Capitol, and the Penitentiaries at Pitts- 
burg and Philadelphia, have been paid since the first of 
December, 1820, on warrants and orders to incorporated Com- 
panies, the individuals of which had in many cases involved 
their personal responsibility, and to contractors and work- 
men who had bestowed their labor towards the completion 
of works in which the public were deeply interested; and 
$25,081.8714 have been retained by the State Treasurer, to 
await the settlement of existing disputes betwist certain com- 
panies and individual contractors and labourers, agreeably 
to the provisions of the 77th section of the Act for the im- 
provement of the State, passed on the 26th of March last. 

From the disbursements already made, the stock of the 
Commonwealth has received a considerable accession; and 
when the various improvements for which public money has 
been appropriated, shall have been completed and paid for, 
the interest of the State in property of this description, will 
exceed two million of dollars. This expenditure of public 
money arises from Acts of the Legislature, whose liberality 
in encouraging internal improvements has been uniformly 
manifested since the foundation of the government, continu- 
ing to increase in a due proportion with individual enterprize, 
and the ability of the State. Much has already been done in 
this respect, but not more than public sentiment called for, 
and the representatives of the people deemed the resources 
of the Commonwealth adequate to support. Permanent bridges 
have been erected over our principal rivers and streams, and 
nearly two thousand miles of turnpike road have been com- 
pleted, extending in every direction, thereby facilitating the 
transportation of produce to market, adding to the conven- 
ience and comfort of travelling, and promoting the general 
interest of the state by a more intimate connection of its 
various parts. When the different roads for which appropria- 
tions have been) made shall have been finished, Pennsylvania 
will present an extent of artificial roads not surpassed, per- 
haps not equalled by any of her sister states. 

A statement of the proceedings in the case of the Union 
Canal, will, I expect shortly be submitted by the Commis- 
sioners appointed to attend to that business on the part of 
the Commonwealth. The favorable report of a, distinguished © 
engineer employed to arrange the plan of the work and super- 
intend its prosecution, and the zeal and industry of the 
managers elected by the stockholders to conduct the concerns 
of the Company, furnish an earnest of success in: the under- 
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taking, and the terms on which they have been enabled to 
dispose of the tenth class of the lottery, is such an assurance 
as to remove every apprehension of a call upon the State for 
its guarantee of the interest on the stock subscribed by in- 
dividuals. A spirit in favur of water communication is now 
manifesting itself so forcibly in every direction, that I feel, as 
if a hope, long indulged, would now soon be realized, that 
Pennsylvania would become what nature seems to have in- 
tended, the great leading avenue betwixt the Lakes and the 
Atlantic. 

The sense of Pennsylvania has often been expressed in 
favor of domestic manufactures, and, the same reasons which 
gave rise to the opinion are still in force. A reliance prin- 
cipally on our own resources is the surest foundation for the 
establishment of national independence. The improvements 
in labour saving machinery, and the growing skill of those 
engaged in the business of manufacturing, afford ground to 
believe, that by a very moderate encouragement, our State 
would soon furnish an ample supply of the manafactures of 
cotton, iron, glass, leather, and many other fabrics of neces- 
sary consumption, not only for the use of our own citizens, 
put a surplus also to be added to the list of our exports. 

Agriculture, as the real, source of wealth, has a permanent 
claim on the government for every means it can furnish, to 
alleviate the labor and add to the comfort of those engaged 
in that important and honorable occupation. It is respect- 
fully submitted to the consideration of the legislature, 
whether some measures might not be adopted, to aid the 
exertions and stimulate the enterprize of these two useful 
and meritorious classes of citizens. 

The people have wisely confided to the Legislature the con- 
trol over, and disposition of the public treasure; and so long 
as the depositaries of this high trust continue to act the 
part of faithful guardians, they will avoid every measure 
calculated to involve the necessity of taxation either im- 
mediately or remotely. Governed by the just principles of 
economy and prudence, they will never expend the public 
money but for the public good, nor make appropriations for 
objects that are not of public utility. 

The finances of the Commonwealth as exhibited by the 
Auditor General in a statement herewith transmitted, being 
an abstract of the annual report of that officer to the Legis- 
lature as directed by law, appear to be in an improving condi- 
tion. The receipts at the treasury have increased beyond the 
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estimate made by the late Auditor General, during the last 
Session, while the expenditures have decreased. On compar- 
ing this statment with that of the preceding year, the differ- 
ence in the aggregate will be found to exceed $45,000; and 
unless the receipts at the treasury during the ensuing year, 
derived from permanent sources should be greatly affected 
in their amount by unlooked for causes, the increased gain 
in the revenue compared with that of 1820, may be calculated 
at $75,000, affording ample means for the payment of interest 
on all the loans, and the discharge of all the ordinary and 
contingent expenses of government, without having resources 
recourse to any kind of taxation. The wise and wholesome 
laws reducing the salaries of public officers, and the wages 
of the members of both branches of the Legislature have 
contributed largely in producing this happy result. 

The payments at the treasury, on account of purchase 
money and interest due on lands, have also increased during 
the last’ year. Should this class of debtors avail themselves 
of the terms presented to their acceptance by acts of As- 
sembly, for patenting their lands, this source of revenue may 
be expected to improve, unless the estimated arrearages have 
been greatly over-rated. The annual interest of these ar- 
rearages which, according to former statements amount to 
$3,000,000, would alone, if promptly paid, constitute a fund 
adequate to the extinguishment of the whole debt of the 
Commonwealth in less than twenty years, without impairing 
the principal. 

To the stock which the state possesses in various bridge 
and turnpike road Companies, it may look with confidence as 
a source of future revenue, when these objects of improve- 
ment shall be fully completed. We have had experience 
Sufficient to induce a belief that many of them will yield a 
reasonable interest on the invested capital. It may however, 
hereafter, become a question, whether it would not be wise 
policy to adopt some regulation, by which tolls might either 
be gradually abolished, or so reduced, as but lightly to affect 
carriages engaged in transporting the productions of the 
country. But until this is found advisable and practicable, 
some more efficient measures may be necessary to protect the 
Tnterest of the State in property of this kind. 

The extensive territory of thea State; her great increase of 
population since the last census; the number and variety 
of her internal improvements and public institutions; the 
growing attention bestowed on the education of youth; the 
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independence of her judiciary; the abundance of her financial 
resources ; the exemption of her citizens from any oppressive 
system of taxation; her regulations requiring those who live 
by the public, to contribute to the support of the public bur- 
thens, her improvements in agriculture and manufactures ; 
the wealth and commerce of her metropolis, are all subjects 
of pleasing reflection to her own citizens, and, cannot fail to 
operate as inducements to emigrants to settle on her un- 
occupied lands, of which there still remain a considerable 
portion, principally in those districts contiguous to her 
northern and western boundaries. 


In a government like ours, essentially dependent for its 
efficiency, on public opinion, the diffusion of knowledge to 
enlighten public opinion, should be considered an object of 
primary importance. To regulate, multiply and strengthen 
the sources of education, as the best means for the dissemina- 
tion of knowledge, ought therefore to be the duty, as it 
must be the delight of every virtuous and enlightened legis- 
lature. Under the influence of this sentiment, and in pur- 
Suance of the constitutional injunction, the assembly has 
from time to time bestowed partial endowments on yarious 
seminaries of learning. In some parts of the State, the 
meritorious diligence of private citizens, combining with well 
directed measures of former legislatures, have placed educa- 
tion within the reach of all who are willing to receive it. For 
the establishment of schools in which the ‘terms of tuition 
are greatly reduced, and in which those whoi are not able to 
meet the expense are taught gratuitously, the citizens of Phila- 
delphia stand pre-eminent. Their schools, established under 
different acts of Assembly, on the Lancasterian system of 
education, are, at this time, preparing for future usefulness, 
five thousand three hundred and sixty-nine scholars, many of 
whom would otherwise be permitted to grow up in ignor- 
ance, and become a prey to those vices of which it unfortu- 
nately is so fruitful a source. 

This plan of education in Philadelphia is a valuable addi- 
tion to the number of those useful literary and benevolent in- 
stitutions, which adorn our Metropolis, and distinguish it as 
the seat of science and nursery of the arts. The philanthropy 
and zeal manifested by the individuals who preside over and 
superintend the numerous institutions established in that 
city, for the promotion of instruction and alleviation of dis- 
tress, without any inducement but the public good, and for 
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no other reward than the smiles of an approving conscience, 
entitle them to the warmest feelings of public gratitude. 

From the great success attending the introduction of the 
Lancasterian system of education in the first school district, 
embracing the City and County Philadelphia, and the rep- 
resentations made to me of its being equally successful in 
some of our sister states, 1 think it worth the experiment 
being attempted in other sections of the State, as far as 
it could be adapted to the peculiarities of their respective 
situations and circumstances. 

By a well timed arrangement, lately consummated by the 
trustees of Dickinson College, in pursuance of an Act of As- 
sembly authorising the measure, that institution is about be- 
ing resuscitated under auspices indicating a bright prospect 
of future usefulness. 

The information from the University in Philadelphia, from 
the colleges in the western section of the State, and from 
several of the academies endowed by legislative grants, pre- 
sents a favorable view of education in these institutions, as 
far as respects the qualification of teachers, and the taste 
of youth for improvement in science, but those who are el- 
trusted with their direction unite in deploring the inadequacy 
of their funds, to make a suitable provision for a competent 
number of professors. 

In the various acts for the establishment of academies, 
it appears to have been the intention of the legislature, that 
they should be as nurseries, where youth, aspiring after 
literary attainments, might be prepared for entering on a 
course of collegiate education to greater advantage. Some 
of those endowed by legislative grants are represented as be- 
ing conducted in a manner correspondent with the design 
of their institution; but in many cases the money granted 
for their establishment has been expended in the erection 
of buildings, and thus the managers, being left without funds, 
other than those derived from tuition are unable to employ 
teachers superior in qualifications to those engaged in com- 
mon schools. 

As an auxiliary fund for the support and extension of 
education, I would respectfully’ refer to a report and sundry 
resolutions of the state of Maryland, communicated by mes- 
sage to your predecessors at the last session. ‘These resolu- 
tions having for their object the establishment of an equit- 
able claim, which it is presumed, the original states have 


to a just proportion of public lands for the support of schools, 
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are cloathed with a character of such serious importance, 
and so interesting to the state, that they will of course be- 
come a subject of your deliberation. Several other states are 
now engaged in their discussion and in New Hampshire they 
have received a final decision, a copy of which, with the 
reasons advanced in favor of its adoption, will be found in 
the documents accompanying this message. 

A well regulated militia being acknowledged the surest 
safeguard of a nation, and a nation’s rights, that subject will 
again invite the attention of the Legislature. Notwithstanding 
the judicious arrangements and many excellent provisions in 
the act of last session, it is believed a revision would lead to 
some alterations that might be adopted to advantage. JEx- 
perience teaches us that military knowledge is but little im- 
proved by parade and training, as is commonly practised, and 
the time and expense of attending is a serious inconvenience 
to many individuals, 1 would therefore respectfully suggest, 
whether one of the days appointed for training might not be 
dispensed with. In my opinion, that system in time of peace 
will be found best, which imposes the fewest burdens on the 
people, and requires the least expenditure of money. 

Contemporaneous with the act of last session, a spirit of 
forming volunteer associations has sprung up to an extent, to 
which neither the annals of this, nor is it believed, any other 
State, can furnish a parallel. This military order of the 
youth of the country, while it is a noble display of the 
patriotic motives which have influenced their conduct, is a 
pledge to the state of the strength and excellence of the force, 
on which it can rely in case of emergency. Commissions have 
already issued for one hundred and seventy-one companies, 
all certified by proper the authority to contain the number of 
men required by law, and to be uniformed and equipped 
agreeably to its directions. Many of these companies have 
been furnished with arms, but there are many applications 
remaining unsatisfied, the arsenals not containing a sufficient 
Supply in a state of repair fit for distribution. The ordnance 
department is particularly defective in pieces adapted to field 
Service. A revision of the system is therefore recommended, 
particularly, as respects the repairing, safe keeping and dis- 
tribution of the arms on hand, and in rendering the supply 
adequate to the demand. 

The Judiciary, one of the most important branches of the 
government, is always entitled to the greatest consideration. 
The system has already undergone various changes in Penn- 
Sylvania, but complaints of its imperfections still exist. Ex- 
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perience proves that great inovations are often attended with 
danger, and it is no less true, that it is equally difficult to 
remedy defects as it is to introduce improvements. 

By the 12th section of an act passed on the 22¢ of April, 
1794, it is made the duty of the Court before whom any con- . 
victions take place of persons charged with offences, made 
punishable by confinement in the penitentiary of Philadelphia, 
to transmit to the Inspectors of the penitentiary, a report or 
short account of the circumstances attending the perpetration 
of the offence; a duty which our Judges, with few exceptions, 
have hitherto omitted. This is certainly a wise provision, 
and its salutary influence might in my opinion be usefully 
extended, by making it the duty of the court to furnish the 
executive with a duplicate of the report—Such a document 
would always be considered of the first importance, by who- 
ever may be entrusted with the exercise of the pardoning 
power. 

The exercise of executive discretion should always be limited 
by law, as far as the nature of the case, in which he is called 
upon to decide will permit. The first section of the sixth 
article of the constitution declares “that vacancies in either 
of the offices of sheriff or coroner, shall be filled by a new 
appointment to be made by the Governor,’ but does not de- 
clare what constitutes that vacancy, nor is it defined by any 
law. My attention has been called to this subject in con- 
sequence of a representation from the county of Pike, the 
Sheriff of which, by departing to a foreign country, has ab- 
sented himself from the County for upwards of nine months 
to the injury of many individuals, the delay of public busi- 
ness and the impediment of the administration of justice. 
Whether this is a subject that requires legislative interpreta- 
tion or calls for a general law defining what shall constitute 
a vacancy in office, is submitted to your judgment. I have 
also thought it my duty to notice the defects of the laws re- 
specting the bail of sheriffs, and the, mode of taking security 
from them. By the sixth section of the act of the 28th of 
March, 1803, it is enacted, “that whenever a vacancy shall 
happen in the office of sheriff or coroner, which is to be filled 
by a new appointment in the manner prescribed by the first 
section of the sixth article of the constitution of this com- 
monwealth, the person about to apply so to be commissioned, 
shall enter into a recognizance and give an obligation with 
sureties to be approved by the Governor in manner aforesaid, 
for a sum proportioned to the time for which the commission 
is to be granted.” Now it may happen, that the person ap- 
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pointed will be commissioned for so short a period, that if 
the sum be proportioned to the time for which the commission 
is granted, the amount will be by no means adequate for the 
security of the trust. I also submit to your consideration 
whether the time allowed for the institution of suits on the 
obligations and recognizances of the sureties of these officers 
might not be enlarged with advantage to the public, and with- 
out imposing on these individuals, a greater degree of re- 
sponsibility and inconvenience than they ought to sustain. 


Connected with this subject, is the recommendation, com- 
municated by message at the last session, respecting the fix- 
ing and graduating in one general law, the amount of official 
bonds, including every officer who receives public monies, or 
exercises duties of important trust, excepting those in the 
judiciary and militia. in some cases there exists no provision 
by any express law for taking bonds, and in others the pen- 
alty does not appear to be apportioned to the importance of 
the trust. The early and strict accountability of all agents, in 
the receipt and expenditure of public money, is an object of 
great public concern, and calls for all the restraints which 
the law can enforce, without severity. 


Next to the importance of good laws, is their faithful exe- 
cution and ready observance; but unless laws are known, 
obedience cannot be yielded, and the unwary may sometimes 
suffer through their innocent ignorance. The delay incident 
to the printing and distribution of the pamphlet edition of 
the laws has long been a subject of complaint, and some regu- 
lation for their more early promulgation, has been long and 
earnestly desired. It is a matter worthy of consideration 
whether the evil might not in some measure be removed, by 
making it the duty of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, to 
transmit to every prothonotary, a printed copy of every law 
of general nature, immediately on its passage, to be disposed 
of in his office, in such way as best to answer tne purpose of 
general information. 

It is well known that a large portion of the population of 
Pennsylvania is composed of Germans, some of whom under- 
stand no language but the German, and many are so im- 
perfectly acquainted with the English, as to labor under 
serious inconvenience for the want of an edition of the laws 
in the German language. Was a portion of the pamphlet 
edition to be printed in that language, it would be highly 
beneficial to that important class of the community, and be 
attended with but little expense to he State. 
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As a general regulation, the publication of ali laws of a 
general character in the English and German newspapers, or 
so many of them as may be necessary for the purpose, would 
afford a useful medium of information to the citizens at large. 

Agreeably to the acts providing for the enumeration of 
the taxable inhabitants and slaves within this Common- 
wealth, and also of that interesting portion of society who 
have had the misfortune to be born deaf and dumb, there 
have been transmitted to me by the commissioners of several 
counties duplicate lists of the returns of assessors, in con- 
formity with the directions of said acts which I shall lay be- 
fore you, as Soon as the returns are received from the re- 
maining counties. 

The pensions allowed to the officers and soldiers of the 
revolutionary army, is at once an evidence of their merit, 
and a proof of the liberality of the state in granting them. 
It cannot be long until this worthy class of citizens will “be 
gathered to their fathers,’ and the fund appropriated for this 
honorable purpose, amounting nearly to $20,000 per annum, 
will then revert to the state. In case of the death of such 
as may be entitled to arrears every facility should, be afforded 
their surviving friends, to receive such part as may have 
accrued at the time of their decease. With a view of remoy- 
ing every impediment out of the way of their receiving pay- 
ment, I would suggest to the Legislature the propriety of 
passing a law, making it the duty of the respective registers 
to grant letters of administration, without any fee or charge 
whatever, to the widow or heirs of such as may die intestate. 

Since the rising of the last legislature, the commissioners 
of the City and County of Philadelphia, have complied with 
the provisions of the act of the 20th of March, 1821, by securing 
to the Commonwealth the payment of $50,000, being the pur- 
chase money of the Arch street prison, in three equal annual 
instalments, one of which amounting to $16,666.66 1/3, will 
become due on the first day of January next. In pursuance 
of the directions of the said act, the commissioners appointed 
for the purpose, have purchased ten acres and ninety-seven 
perches of ground for eleven thousand five hundred dollars, 
as a scite for the new penitentiary provided for by that law, 
and a warrant has been drawn in their favor, on account of 
the appropriation niade for that object. 

The building for the penitentiary near Pittsburg is pro- 
gressing as rapidly as the nature of such an undertaking will 
admit. A strong expectation has been expressed by some of 
those engaged in its construction and superintendance, that 
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it will be ready for the reception of convicts during the en- 
suing year.’. When completed it will, to a certain extent, 
diminish the expense to which the state has been subjected 
by the removal of convicts from the remote western counties 
to Philadelphia, and will, on the introduction of the new sys- 
tem of solitary labor, in the opinion of many, whose minds 
have long dwelt on the subject of criminal jurisprudence, 
have a powerful effect in checking the progress of vice, and 
commission of crime. 


The State Capital, for causes beyond the control of the 
architect, has not been completed in time to receive the 
legislature at the opening of the present session. Judging, 
however, from present appearances there can be no doubt 
but that the building will be finished in a few weeks, and that 
in the arrangement of its apartments, it will be found fully 
to answer all the purposes of its original design. 


As guardians of the public weal, the representatives of the 
people can never observe too much vigilance in examining 
the monied concerns of the treasury. Was the legislature, at 
each annual session, to act in conformity with this principle, 
and appoint a joint committee of both houses for this pur- 
pose, it might frequently happen to be attended with beneficial 
consequences to the state, and always operate as an addi- 
tional restraint on the conduct of the officers, to whom the 
receipt and payment of the public money have been confided. 


I am persuaded, Gentlemen, that all our views are directed 
to the general welfare, and that all our energies will be ex- 
erted towards its promotion. 


I trust also that your deliberations will be conducted with 
that spirit of harmony, always necessary to the beneficial 
despatch of public business, so that, by early arriving at the 
period of your labours, you will have the pleasure of ac- 
celerating your return to your homes, your families and your 
business; and also of lessening the public expense: And I 
beg you to rest in the most perfect assurance, that I shall 
always cheerfully co-operate in every measure, calculated to 
promote economy and the common good of that country so 
dear to us all,

Robert Vaux and Coleman Sellers Esqr, of the City of 
Philadelphia were this day appointed and commissioned by 
the Governor to superintend (in conjunction with the remain- 
ing Commissioners) the erection of a State penitentiary in 
the City of Philadelphia, in the room of Thomas Wistar, and 
Doctor Samuel Griffiths, who have declined acting: This 
appointment was made under the authority contained in an 
act of the General Assembly of the 20th of March last. 


A message from the Governor was this day presented by 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth, to both houses of the 
Legislature, communicating a copy of certain minutes of the 
proceedings of the Board of Commissioners appointed by an 
Act of the General Assembly of the 20th of March last, in re- 
lation to a certain transaction that has recently taken place 
in that body; and submitting to the consideration of the 
legislature whether a revisal of the said Act of Assembly may 
not be necessary under existing circumstances. 





Monday, December 10th, 1821. 


A letter was written by the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
under the direction of the Governor, enclosing to the Attorney 
General certain extracts from the Journal of the Commission- 
ers appointed by an Act of the General Assembly, passed the 
twentieth day of March, 1821, for erecting a State penitentiary 
in the City and county of Philadelphia, and requesting his 
opinion thereon, as to whether or not, any legal measures 
Should be resorted to by the Executive, and if so, what would 
be the proper time for instituting such a course of proceeding ; 
and also informing him that the same have been submitted 
to both branches of the Legislature. 





Wednesday, December 12th, 1821. 


A warrant was signed by the Governor authorising the 
State Treasurer to pay to the President and Managers of the 
Somerset and Bedford Turnpike road Company four thousand 
one hundred and sixty six dollars, and sixty-seven cents, being 
one third part of twelve thousand five hundred dollars, which, 
on the 19th day of July last, the Governor subscribed to the 
stock of the said Company, in the name and for the use of 
the Commonwealth under the authority contained in the 25th 
section of an Act of the General Assembly for the improve- 
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ment of the State passed the 26th day of March last; it having 
been certified to the Governor that the second section of the 
said Turnpike road has been made and perfected agreeably to 
law. 

John McGonagle, Williama Corbet and Job Johnston of the 
County of Armstrong were appointed by the Governor, Com- 
missioners to view and examine the twelfth section of the 
Susquehanna and Waterford Turnpike road, situate between 
the fifty-fifth, and fifty-ninth and three fourths mile posts, 
and to report to the Governor under their respective hands 
and seals, and on their oaths or affirmations whether or not 
the said twelfth section as before described, is made in a 
complete, and workmanlike manner according to the true intent 
and meaning of the act of the General Assembly, of the 
twenty-second day of February 1812, which authorises the 
making of the said Turnpike road. 

Pardons were this day granted by the Governor to John 
Kuhn and John Evans, the former convicted of Larceny, and 
sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
County of Adams on the 15th of November, 1821, to undergo 
imprisonment at hard labour for three calendar months, and 
fined 6 cents with costs, &ca, and the latter convicted of the 
like office, and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter 
sessions of the peace of the County of Chester, on the first day 
of August, 1820, to undergo imprisonment at hard labour for 
the term of one year and Six months, and fined in the sum of 
eight dollars with costs of suit; &ca. 





Thursday, December 13th, 1821. 


The Governor this day appointed and commissioned the fol- 
lowing named persons to be Justices of the peace in and for 
the County of Westmoreland, that is to say :— 

John Welsh and George Macklin, for the district numbered 
five composed of the Township of Hempfield; Robert Rainey 
for the district numbered ten, composed of the Township of 
Salem; and Archibald McCallister in and for the district num- 
bered eleven, composed of the Township of Unity, in the said 
County. 





Friday, December 14th, 1821. 


The resignation of Jacob German of his office of Justice of 
the peace for the district numbered four composed of the 
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Townships of Mahantango and Perry in the County of Union 
some time since received, was this day accepted by the Gover- 
nor. 

A message from the Governor to both Houses of the Legis- 
lature was this day presented by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth submitting some additional information relative to 
a recent transaction which occurred in the Board of Man- 
agers for the erection of a State penitentiary in the City and 
county of Philadelphia, which message was accompanied by 
extracts from the minutes of the proceedings of the said Board 
touching a loss of money belonging to the said institution. 





Monday, December 17th, 1821. 


Letters were this day written to the Speakers of the Houses 
of the Legislature, by the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
submitting thro’ them to the respective houses a Catalogue 
of books remaining in his office, in order that, if it meet the 
approbation of the Legislature, some measures might be taken 
for their distribution. 





Tuesday, December 18th, 1821. 


The Governor this day appointed and commissioned the 
following named persons to the offices annexed to their names 
respectively, that is to say :— 

William Peltz to be a justice of the peace, in and for the 
district numbered five, composed of the district of Southwark 
and Townships of Moyamensing and Passyunk, in the County 
of Philadelphia, in the room and stead of Philip Peltz, whose 
resignation of that office the Governor has this day accepted. 

Peter Haldeman and Christian Moyer were also this day 
appointed Justice of the peace, the former for the district 
numbered five, composed of the Townships of Turkey Foot and 
Addison ; and the latter for the district numbered three, com- 
posed of the Township of Brothers Valley, including the town- 
Ship of Allegheny and part of the Township of Grenville, 
both in and for the County of Somerset. 

John McClean and John Metzgar to be agents of this Com- 
monwealth to receive, and to bring into this state, from the 
State of Maryland, for trial for their several offences, two 
fugitives from the justice of this state, to wit; Peter Rosevelt 
and Abel §S. Norton late of the City of Philadelphia, who 
Stand charged with conspiracy; and also one other fugitive, 
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a certain William B. Eddy, who is also charged with being 
concerned in the said conspiracy; for whose delivery to the 
said agents a requisition was this day made by the Governor, 
of this state to the Executive authority of the state of Mary- 
land, agreeably to the provisions contained in the Constitution 
of the United States, and an Act of Congress of the 12th day 
of February, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-three. 
The Governor this day approved and signed a resolution 
of the General Assembly directing that after the expiration 
of the present year the General Assembly shall hold their 
meetings in the State Capitol; and the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth returned the same to the Senate where it origi- 
nated. 

A message was this day presented by the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth from the Governor to both Houses of the 
Legislature, communicating agreeably to the request of the 
Governor of the State of Vermont, certain proceedings of 
the Legislature of the said State, relative to the resolutions 
passed by the state of Maryland on the subject of an appro- 
priation of a portion of the public lands for the support of 
Schools in the original States: At the same time was trans- 
mitted a copy of the report of the Commissioners for the 
erection of a State penitentiary on the publica land adjoining 
the town of Allegeny opposite the Town of Pittsburg in the 
County of Allegheny. 

The Governor this day granted pardons to the following 
named persons, that is to say; To William Smith, who was 
convicted of Larceny and sentenced by the Court, of General 
Quarter Sessions of Wayne County on the 25th of January, 
1820, to undergo two years imprisonment at hard labour and. 
fined fifty cents with costs of suit, &ca. 

To George Stewart who was convicted of the like offence 
and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
peace of the County of Lancaster, in April Sessions, 1821, to 
undergo imprisonment at hard labor for the term of twelve 
calendar months, and fined one dollar with costs of suit, &ca. 

To Asher Clark who was convicted of a Robbery, and sen- 
tenced by the Court of Oyer and Terminer and General Jail 
delivery of the County of Philadelphia on the 22 of April, 
1814, to undergo imprisonment at hard labour for the term 
of ten year, one half of which time in the solitary cells, &ca. 

To Daniel Carlin, who was convicted of Assault and Battery 
upon two indictments and sentenced by the Court of General 
Quarter Sessions of the peace of the County of Beaver, in 
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October, 1821, to pay a fine of ten dollars upon each of the 
said indictments, with costs of suit, &ca. 

In compliance with a resolution of the Senate of the Com- 
monwealth the Secry. of the Comth. laid before that body a 
schedule showing the amount of lands and where located (as 
far as can be ascertained in his office) which have been con- 
veyed to the state by the Trustees of Dickinson College, agree- 
ably to the Act of the General Assembly, passed the 20th day 
of February last. 

James Hamilton, Esqr., was requested by the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth to transmit to the Executive Department, 
as early aS may be, the Articles of Agreement entered into 
between the Trustees of Dickinson College and Nathan Wilcox, 
William Bates, Abner C. Rockwell, Daniel Wilcox, William 
and Noah Spalding, Amy Cranmer, Samuel Wilcox and Wil- 
liam, Means for the sale of five tracts of land situate in Brad- 
ford County, containing in the whole 1960 acres, more or less, 
for the sum of 5581 dollars and 68 cents—together with all 
the securities which may have been taken for the payment 
of the said purchase money. 





Wednesday, December 19th, 1821. 


A warrant was this day signed by the Governor authorising 
the State Treasurer to pay to Alexander Johnston, Junt., 
Esquire, of the City of Pittsburg for the use of David Evans 
of the same place, three hundred and twenty four dollars, 
the amount certified by the Accountant officers to be due, 
under the provisions of an Act of the General Assembly, of 
the third day of March, 1818, to the said David Evans for 
services rendered as superintendent of the State Penitentiary 
now building near the City of Pittsburg. 





Thursday, December 20th, 1821. 


Upon returns of their respective elections being made ac- 
cording to law, Andrew Krause, and James Moore were this 
day appointed and commissioned by the Governor to be Cor- 
oners; the former for the County of Lehigh, and the latter 
for the County of Beaver; whereupon their respective sureties, 
and bonds and recognizances in due form, were accepted & 
approved, and filed in the office of the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth. 
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Friday, December 21st, 1821. 


William Turner and Isaac Thompkins were this day ap- 
pointed and commissioned by the Governor to be Justices of 
the peace, the former for the district numbered four composed 
of the Townships of Wayne, Dunstable and Chapman, and 
parts of the Townships of Mifflin, and Pine Creek, including 
the Township of Brown, in the County of Lycoming; and the 
latter for the district numbered nine, composed of the Town- 
ships of Moreland, Horsham and Upper Dublin, in the County 


of Montgomery. 

The Governor this day approved and signed the following 
Act and resolution of the General Assembly, and the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth returned the same to the Houses in 
which they respectively originated, that is to say, “An Act 
to repeal so far as relates to the County of Philadelphia, a 
part of the fifth section of an Act entitled ‘A further sup- 
plement to an Act entitled ‘An Act to amend and consolidate 
with its supplements the Act entitled ‘An Act for the recovery 
of debts and demands not exceeding one hundred dollars be- 
fore a Justice of the peace and for the election of constables 
and for other purposes—A Resolution providing that when the 
Legislature meet at the new State Capitol on Wednesday the 
second day of January next, and before either House pro- 
ceeds to business, they! will unite in prayer to Almighty God 
in imploring his blessing on their future deliberations. 

The Governor having read and considered a joint resolu- 
tion of both Houses of the Legislature which was presented 
to him on the nineteenth instant, by which amongst other 
things it was “resolved that the Legislature will adjourn on 
Saturday the twenty: second instant and meet again on Wed- 
nesday the second day of January, at ten o’Clock in the morn- 
ing at the State Capitol,” and not approving thereof, this day 
directed the Secretary of the Commonwealth to return the 
same to the House of Representatives in which it originated, 
with his reasons for withholding his approbation, as follow, 
that is to say ;— 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen—A joint resolution of both houseS was pres- 
ented to me for concurrence on the evening of the 19th of this 
month, by which, among other things, it is resolved, “that the 
legislature will adjourn on Saturday the 22nd instant, and 
meet on Wednesday the 224 day of January, at 10 o’Clock in 
the morning, at the State Capitol.

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I have read and considered the same, and now return it 
without my approbation. I cannot approve it, because the 
constitution has vested in both houses the power of adjourn- 
ing their own bodies by a concurrent vote without the con- 
currence of the Executive, and has not vested in the Governor 
any control over it. By the 16th Section of the 1st Article of 
the Constitution, it is declared, “that neither house shall with- 
out the consent of the other adjourn for more than three days, 
nor to any other place than that in which the two houses shall 
be sitting.” But a resolution has passed both houses and 
received the Executive approbation, by which it is resolved, 
“that after the expiration of the present year, the General 
Assembly shall hold their meetings in! the State Capitol,” so 
that the legislature is now authorised by law to adjourn their 
meetings to that place after the expiration of the year 1821. 

By the 284 section of the first article of the constitution, 
every order resolution, or vote to which the concurrence of 
both houses may be necessary, (except on a question of ad- 
journment,) shall be presented to the Governor, &ca. The con- 
stitution having thus wisely defined the powers of the Bx- 
ecutive, and distinguished and declared the powers rights and 
privileges of both houses of the Legislature, I am unwilling 
by any act of the Executive, tending, or which may be so 
construed, to confound the relative powers of each or to im- 
pair the rights or privileges of the popular branches. 

For this reason I cannot approve this resolution in its 
present form, and I have directed the Secretary to return the 
same to the House of Representatives in which it originated, 
with my objections. 

In withholding the approbation of the executive from this 
resolution as it now stands, it gives him pleasure to know 
that it will not be attended with personal inconvenience to 
the members, or occasion any delay of, or injury to, the public 
business, as the two houses possess of themselves the power 
of adjourning their own bodies without the concurrence of 
the Executive, and the other duties and regulations appended 
to the resolution may be otherwise constitutionally provided 
for.

The Governor this day remitted twenty dollars and seventy 
five cents, the balance of thirty dollars, a militia fine which 
was imposed upon a certain Benjamin Hampton of Chester 
County by a General Court martial held in the said County 
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in 1815, for not performing a tour of militia duty in the year 
1814, when lawfully required; the said Benjamin Hampton 
having heretofore paid to the Deputy Marshall of the proper 
district the sum of fourteen dollars and twenty-five cents. 





Monday, December 24th, 1821 


In answer to the following question submitted for the con- 
sideration of the Attorney General by the Governor, to wit, 
“are the Commissioners appointed by the thirty fourth section 
of the Act of the General Assembly for the improvement of 
the state,” by law to settle their accounts at the accountant 
department of the state, or in the Court-of Quarter Sessions 
of the proper county,” the opinion of the Attorney General 
was received in the following words, to wit, “I am of, opinion 
that the said commissioners are to settle their accounts ac- 
cording to the directions of the 734 section of the act, and 
that must be with the Auditor General, and not in the court 
of Quarter Sessions of the proper county. ‘The settlements 
to be made in said courts, are, according to my construction 
of the act, confined to settlements, with the commissioners 
appointed by such courts. The last member of the 74th sectn 
frees the case from all difficulty whatever on the subject.” 





Thursday, December 27th, 1821. 


In compliance with a recommendation from the Jury, and 
from a number of respectable citizens of the City and County 
of Philadelphia, the Governor this day granted a pardon to 
a certain Joseph Gabel who was convicted of Manslaughter 
committed in the said County, having been tried for the 
said offence at a Court of Oyer and Terminer, held on the 
21st day of November last in the said city and County of 
Philadelphia. 
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
